Yet this is just what is 
done every hour in the day by some Houses catering for public favor. 
IS IT REMARKABLE that Salesmen at any hazard sell to visitors, by misrepresenta­ 
tion or otherwise, when each day the Merchant comes round, demanding a reason for 
the Salesman not selling more goods, and at judicious intervals threatening to discharge 
the employe unless he can do better than Mr. So and So ? The result, as the public can 
see, being that Salesmen are shifted, and new ones take their anxious places very 
frequently indeed. 
TO CROWN ALL—What can be expected from employes, when the House itself 
publishes, as facts, a lot of rubbish which EVERY EMPLOYE KNOWS TO BE MERE 
ADVERTISING ; the result being that the Salesman is ever ready, upon proper provo­ 
cation, to betray the public, whose confidence has already been taken advantage of by 
insincere employers.

WE ¿P.E PLEASED TO AMOUNCE THE AHPIYAL 


A LETTER WRITTEN BEFORE THE ELEC­ 
TION FULL Oí- PROPHECY. 


Garfield—Conkltng—Sherm an—The Admin­ 
istration th a t Is To Bs—Anxious 
Officeholders—Etc. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 28, 18S0. 
The attitude of California in this earn- 
paigu just drawing to a close, as I have 
observed it through the columns of the 
R ec o r d-U n io n , has been such a3 to en­ 
dear me yet more to a State round which 
cluster the recollections of four happy 
years of sojourn there, and four inore re­ 
cent years of relation to her people as a 
correspondent from Washington. Some of 
the very best things said in this canvass 
have been said by California editors and 
orators, and some of the most sagacious 
predictious and suggestions to which the 
occasion has given rise I have found in the 
editorials of the R ec o r d-U n io n . I had 
the pleasure of showing General G irfielu 
this paper’s first editorial oa his nom­ 
ination, which reached me about the 
time of 
his visit 
here 
the fol­ 
lowing week. It was very pleasantly 
received. California is second to no 
community under the sun in love for fair 
play, and I know how indignantly your 
best minds flout the fraudulent Morey let­ 
ter purporting toexpres3 General Garfield's 
views on the Chinese question, and will 
thunder forth their scorn'at this attempt 
to deceive her voters with a clumsy lie. 
It is wonderful to me how at your great 
distance from the focus of affairs you so 
accurately 
KEEP STEP 
With the most delicate variations of public 
thought on the great topic3 of the day. 
California newspapers would be ashamed 
to make the blunders in interpreting the 
public heart that are made here by our lo­ 
cal press. General Garfield once said to me : 
“ Oculists tell us there is one blind poiut at 
the very center of the human eye. Just 
so, I have sometimes thought, is Washing- 
iugton iu a political campaign. It is tile 
one uon-visual point in the whole 
country.” You know we have no suf­ 
frage here. The better class of citizens 
were glad to give it up on account of 
the corruption and misrule engendered by 
adding to our forty per cent, ot irresponsi­ 
ble colored voters the same element from 
outside that could at an hour's notice be 
massed here from Maryland and Virginia 
under the lead of defiant and despotic 
demagogues. It was better to give up the 
mockery of self-government, and trust 
wholly to Congress and the Executive. It 
is meet and becoming that the national 
Capital and its environment should be free 
from the actual conflict of campaign war­ 
fare, but the sympathetic pressure is in­ 
tense, for Washington is a city of placemen 
and place-hunters. 
Nowhere in all the 
land is there such fear and trembling when 
the result hangs eloubtful in the balance. 
Twenty thousand Government clerks—cur 
respectable middle - class population— 
kuow that their retention depends upon 
the continuance of a Republican Ad­ 
ministration, and their party devotion is 
stimulated accordingly. The male clerks 
have very generally gone home to vote, 
except those who gave up their citizenship 
at their former homes when the suffrage 
was established here. Those living in 
doubtful States have such a pressure 
brought to bear upon them that it would 
not be safe for them to remain supine. It 
is not to be denied that an assessment of 
two per cent, on their salaries (this year it 
has been three per cent.), added to the 
cost of going SOU or 1 000 miles to deposit 
their ballots is a severe temporary drain 
upon them; but there are few who grumble 
at it. The Democratic party grumbles for 
them by the wholesale. From the Maine 
election till the victory iu Ohio and Indiana 
there was 
A PITIFUL ANXIETY 
Throughout the Departments, and on the 
Tuesday of the latter election few male 
clerks attended with any show of faithful­ 
ness to routine duty. Women are by habit 
more faithful, more steadfast than men, 
and though the female clerks had more at 
stake, because if discharged from the 
Government service fewer avenues of earn­ 
ing a livelihood would be open to them 
than to men, and none that pay as well in 
proportion to the labor, yet it was the 
men who flopped about and stood in 
groups in the corridors with intense faces 
on that day, and went singing and hurrah­ 
ing through the halls the day following, to 
the great scandal of grave old government 
walls ; but the tension which many a 
mother’s nerves had undergone as she had 
sat at her desk pondering how her little 
ones would bs fed if a change of adminis­ 
tration threw her out upon the world, was 
evidenced that Wednesday morning, by 
the quiet tears of joy they shed over pon­ 
derous letter-books and dingy piles of offi­ 
cial papers. Said a one-armed ex-soldier, 
looking up from his department desk, “ It 
seems like the hand of Providence. I can 
call it nothing else.” Kven the Demo­ 
cratic business men here are glad for the 
signs of the November victory. 
AN ARBITRARY CHANCE 
Of so large an element of society, an ele­ 
ment, too, that has its regular monthly 
stipend, and is pretty generally honest and 
reliable in meeting business obligations, 
would be disastrous to our limited mercan­ 
tile interests. There was an almost total 
suspension of all trade here, but that in the 
bare necessities of life, from the Maine de­ 
feat till the October victory ; and business 
firms felt it sorely. Our army and navy 
officers are generally considered as neutral 
in politics as ’live red blooded men can be 
in a republic, but there is an active inter­ 
est taken on both sides among them in this 
campaign. General McDowell, who has 
just arrived from across the continent to 
cast his vote for Garfield, is not 
an 
isolated 
case. 
Within 
three 
days two prominent naval officers, a 
Commodore and a Captain, have ex­ 
pressed to me their joy at the Republican 
prospect. You have noticed that General 
Sheridan lays particular and satisfied stress 
on the probable Republican complexion of 
Congress. This is a very general feeling 
among his comrades. The Forty-fifth and 
Forty-sixth Congresses have so hewed and 
hacked at the army that military men 
have little love for the majority in power. 
They say it is always unfortunate for the 
army any navy when Congress and the Ex­ 
ecutive are of opposite political parties. 
They become the first bone of contention, 
and appropriations are cut down or alto­ 
gether withheld till the life of an army 
man becomes abject and full of apprehen­ 
sion.In the States where Congressmen have 
already been voted for it is interesting to 
notice not merely the Republican gain nu­ 
merically, but 
THE STRONG MEN 
That have been slaughtered in the ranks of 
the opposition. McMahon of Dayton, and 
Hurd of Toledo, both “ snowed under,” 
are two of the most trusted and active men 
on the Democratic side. The first is a lead­ 
ing man on the Appropriations Committee, 
an I was, before that, well and favorably 
known on the Potter committee and on the 


impeachment of Secretary Belknap. Prac­ 
tically he conducted the case against that 
officer. He is the natural son of a late 
eminent member of the Baltimore bar, 
whose name be does not bear, and was 
educated by his father at St. Xavier’s Col­ 
lege, Cincinnati. Frank Hurd is a fine 
lawyer, an able debater, and is prominent 
on the Judiciary Committee. Except that 
he drinks to excess, he is a strong man 
here. The loss of half a dozen ordinary 
members would not so demoralize the 
Democracy as the loss of these two. The 
fact is, that party lacks men of broad in­ 
telligence. At the North our best thinkers, 
our brainiest and most progressive men, 
rat.ge themselves on the Republican side. 
It you listen impartially from the galleries 
to the speeches delivered on both sides, 
jjou eaunot help noting the pitiful de- 
1 Seiency of power iu the opposition. As 
an intellectual treat I would rather see the 
two parties more evenly balanced in re. 'sect 
of brains. In regard to 
THE SOUTHERN MEMBERS, 
They are not men-of broad culture. T<ie 
curse of sentimental superficiality is fas 
tened on them all. Their insanedevotionto 
Statcrights permeates them and has dwarf­ 
ed their development. They are fullof brute 
courage, gallant, but vapid men to know. 
Compare Wade Hampton with John Slier- 
mau in the recent tete a- V/e between the 
two. Which touched the bottom of his 
resources soonest, and made a hopeless, 
ridiculous fiasco? Not the Northern man. 
Wade 13ampton, born amid Northern 
institutions and thoroughly educated ac­ 
cording to our standards, would have made 
twice tho niau he is. Proctor Knott ami J. 
G. C. Black! urn, both of Kentucky, are 
probably tho ablest men here from the old 
slave States. The former has taste, wit, 
and practical accumen, the latter has youth, 
wonderful energy, and practical insight 
into affairs. But they both go cff at half­ 
cock when they try to cope with our disci­ 
plined minds from the North on any great 
question. Mr. Blackburn is called Vestige 
Wiper Blackburn now, from bis boast dur­ 
ing the extra session that his party would 
“ wipe from the statutes every vestige of 
the war legislation.” None of these I 
have named are more than equal to our 
second-class men from Northern constit­ 
uencies—men who make the nation, not 
the State, their object of devotion. The 
odds are fearfully against any party that 
lacks both a great cause and eminent talent 
in defendiug it, as matched against a party 
that has both. Witness the shallow, shift­ 
ing way in which they have worried 
through this Presidential campaign. Iu 
the first place, at Cincinnati they were 
STRANGELY BLIND 
To the strength the Republicans would 
wield in having drawn their standard- 
bearer from the ranks of the laboring 
people. Two years ago I heard General 
Garfield say, “ Our society does not resem­ 
ble the crust of the earth with its impassa­ 
ble barriers of rock ; but resembles rather 
the waters of the mighty sea—deep, broad, 
boundless, and yet so free in all its parts 
that the drop that mingles with the sand 
at the bottom is free to rise through all the 
mass of waters tul it fli.s ei in toe light i n 
the crest of the highest wave.” 1 thought 
of this when his name came boomiug .over 
the wires from Chicago on that momentous 
8th of June. He was neither my first nor 
my second choice for the nomination : but 
he has braius and experience enough to 
make an illustrious admiuistration. It 
will not be so child like and bland as the 
administration of Mr. Hayes has been. 
Those who vote fcr him thinking that it 
will be a continuance of the Hayes meth­ 
ods do not comprehend the radical differ­ 
ence between the two men. Garfield has 
strong individuality and will be ambitious 
to leave 
A DEFINITE MARK 
Upon the history of his century. His Ad­ 
miuistration will have great merits, and it 
will have its faults. I believe he will do 
his conscientious best—partly because he 
will be ambitious of a second term. His 
state papers will certainly be admirable. 
They will command the attention and re­ 
spect of the whole reading world. The 
campaign so near its close has not been 
one in which a woman could enjoy partici­ 
pating. It has had no sentimental side. 
It has been a business man’s campaign, 
virile in its meaning and in its methods ; 
but from a philosophical stand-point, inter­ 
esting to watch, and the three dominant 
figures have been Grant, Conkling and 
Sherman. 
We all knew just how Carl 
Schurz would stand from the moment he 
was seen taking that long drive with Gen­ 
eral Garfield when the latter visited Wash­ 
ington soon after the Chicago Convention. 
And as to “ Blaine of Maine,” God bless 
him, we knew how undimmed his ardor 
was four years ago in the campaign 
by his defeat at Cincinnati, with 
victory so near his grasp, but he could not 
foresee all he would have to contend with 
in Maine. What Blaine was to the Haves 
campaign, Roecoe Conkling has been to 
this, only with the difference in method 
necessitated by the law of their natures ; 
and Mr. Conkling’s part has had the strong 
dramatic interest which the unexpected 
always lends to the heroic, l’ut it down 
in your mental note books, friends : Sena­ 
tor Conkling’s opening of the New York 
campaign, followed by his tour through 
Ohio and Indiana, is the most memorable 
feature of the most memorable political 
campaign of this generation. You and I 
knew, and he probably did, that his name 
was not popular in the Middle Western 
States. 
The river steamboat inter­ 
ests felt that he had discriminated 
against them in the Committee on Com­ 
merce, in favor of the ocean steamers, no­ 
tably by compelling as complete and ex­ 
pensive equipment against accident in the 
former case as the latter. Journeying 
through Ohio during the Hayes campaign 
your correspondent found herself arguing 
an hour among a little knot of Ohio river 
steamboat owners, to convince them that 
Roscoe Conkling and William A. Wheeler 
really had not a corrupt interest in Bab­ 
cock’s fire extinguisher. 
THIS LOCAL DISAFFECTION 
Toward Mr. Conkling had much to do with 
the coolness with which his aspirations 
were snubbed at Cincinnati, and with the 
unyielding opposition that his plans and 
methods met at Chicago. You will re­ 
member that the keenest thrust given him 
there was from a Wheeling delegate, 
Campbell, the son of 
the great 
founder of the Disciple sect, Alexan­ 
der Campbell. 
Then, too, there was 
the episode of Narragansett Pier ; 
and as 
even a Conkling is not 
superior to the good will of his fellow men, 
one can imagine the cool deliberation with 
which he made up his mind that this must 
not be an “ off year ” with him—then 
grandly sailed in. I confess myself an 
unwilling votary of Roscoe Conkling. Ev­ 
ery particle of admiration I feel for his 
genius I have yielded grudgingly, inch 
by inch ; but how the man does 
greaten on one’s view 1 There is 
a greatness of self-consciousness as 
well as a greatness of unconsciousness. 
I think Mr. Conkling and Mr. Sherman 
represent these two extremes. In speak­ 
ing Secretary Sherman lacks self-conscious­ 
ness conspicuously. He is full of his sub­ 
ject and he fires his sentences off so 
rapidly they almost “ telescope ” into one 
another. He is guileless in his judgment 
of men except where the realization of 
guile is rudely forced upon him, as in 
Wade Hampton’s late explosion. Mr. 
Conkling has all the wisdom and the sinu­ 


ous eraee, the self-consciousness, and the 
saroir /aire, of the serpent who entered 
Paradise to give Eve a course of lessons in 
the knowledge of good *nd evil. But 
when you have observed him a long time, 
BENEATH H is MANNERISMS, 
Beneath even the splendid talent that un­ 
derlies and enables them, you find sterling 
traits of heart and character. I know her 
is a patriot cleuar down to the bottom of 
his heart. The ruling passion of John 
Sherman’s mind is an intense love for the 
Republican cause and party. Ii its broad 
banner were to trail in the dn-t of defeat I 
bdiev* it would be to him a death-wound. 
Those who have sometimes called him 
cold of nature have never come within the 
radius of that royal, loyal sonl that gives 
itself strongly and entirely to the few be­ 
loved objects of its solicitude. Mr. Slier- 
mau is greatly venerated in Washington. 
Ilia private life is as 
ST -7SLESS AS THE MARBLE 
Fresh from the sculptor’s hand?.. For 
this, amoDg other reason», he was a favor­ 
ite candidate for Presiden* ini honors among 
the little circle of observant w omen ia e>ur 
polúico-soc¡a! life, to whose views on 
,public qn< . tima men listen with marked 
respect. Such wombn as .’its. Dahlgren, 
Mar / Clemenvr.d others I could name, 
honored him with their first choice for that 
high dignity.

There is to be a prize fight in Tombstone,.

Over 800,000 was paid to the workmen 
at Mare Island Wednesday. 
Mount Sylvauia, an Indian mound near 
Portland, Or., is to be opened. 
People are leaving Bodie almost daily to 
spend the winter at a lower level. 
Some plum trees in Humboldt have 
yielded two crops of fruit this season. 
Dillon, Madison county, Montana, con­ 
tains 125 buildings, and is growing rapidly.

The beautiful Najoqui waterfalls are in 
Santa Barbara county, not more than 
three-fourths of a mile from the county 
road leading frym the Santa Yncz Mission 
to Gaviota. 
The approach is from a 
northerly direction through a beautiful 
canyon, studded with shrubs and forest 
trees, under which is a delightful maze of 
bowlders, brambles, poison oak vines and 
ferns. The falls are said to be 300 feet 
high. 
George Belshaw, of Eugene, Or., has re­ 
ceived orders for seed wheat from Canyon 
City and many other parts of Oregon p 
also from Tennessee and England. The 
samples sent to Tennessee excited much 
surprise and admiration, as they were o£ 
such extra quality. The recipients of the 
samples of wheat write back, saying that 
they would send samples of wheat raised 
in Tennessee, but the quality is so far 
below that of wheat grown in Oregon that 
they were ashamed to send such grain to 
this country. He raised over 100 varieties 
of wheat last year. 


T h e Y c b a D am.—The Marysvillo Ap­ 
peal of November 12ih has the follow­ 
ing : 
Work was pushed steadily at the dam 
en the Yuba yesterday. All the water 
could not be turned from the old channel, 
but filling went on, nevertheless, and con­ 
nection was made between the ends of the 
completed portions of the dam at the gap. 
The brush foundation was laidr clear across, 
well-staked down and loaded with sand­ 
bags. Last night the mattress was being 
placed upon it, and doubtless to-day the 
gae will be filled to almost the hight of the 
dai.\ The river running northward yes­ 
terday filled the low places and piled up 
against the dam to the hight of four or five 
feet, extending southward to the ridge 
that aloue prevented it backing to the gap. 
When the water accumulated there waa 
general sipage through the brush, the 
water forcing much of the sand used on 
the slope to enter the structure, thus leav­ 
ing the brush bare at some places. At 
such places as are affected the dam will be 
faced with sand-bags to prevent washing, 
Where the sand was thus washed into the 
brush it- waa caught and filled all the 
crevices. The indications of the dam being 
completed quickly and acting successfully, 
are all favorable, though it takes a hard 
fight with the river to gain possession of 
the old channel and fill the gap.

The American vs the Australian Merino 
Fleece. 
Some years since there were some Merino 
sheep sent from Vermont over to the World’s 
la ir at Hamburg, we think, and they eur 
prised the sheepmen of the old world for 
their great size of carcass and the fine quality 
and heavy weight of fleece. Some of the 
specimens gent over took first prizes in three 
classes. 
From that time to this America has 
been looked upon as an important country for 
sheep husbandry, and we have given to the 
Meriuo sheep a new appellation: the Amer­ 
ican Merino—in contradistinction to the 
French and Spanish 
Merino. 
Australia, 
however, 
has 
always 
claimed 
to 
be 
a 
little 
ahead 
of 
the 
United 
States, or at least to be fully equal to this 
country in the production of good sheep and 
good wool. However, even the Australians 
are learidng that to keep up their flocks to 
the highest standard, in carcass and fleece, 
they will hive bicorne to America for an in­ 
fusion of new ami more vigorous blood, as 
the following facts made public by W. G. 
Markham, Secretary of the National Wocl- 
growers’ Association, will show : Some time 
since Mr. Markham received from John L. 
Curry, one of the most prominent of Austra­ 
lian sheep-breeders, two entire fleeces which 
had been taken, he said, from his best sheep, 
and sent to this country to show what 
Australia 
can 
do 
in 
the 
production 
of 
fine 
wool. 
Upon 
the 
receipt 
of 
these fleeces Mr. 
Markham, under the 
d reotion of the National Associat on selected 
two American fleeces, and sent the four to a 
wool, scouring and grading establishment in 
Boston, with directions tbat each fleece be 
scoured and graded, and that the result be 
kept with great care. The scourers were 
given no information as to the object of the 
trial, or as to where the fleeces came from. 
A ll were treated alike, and after they were 
sc Hired were appraised by competent judges. 
Tho American fleeceB produced 8A pounds, 
while the Australian produced but 4.j pounds 
of cleansed wool. The American wool was 
valued at §8 12, while the Australian was 
valued 
at 
Si 30. 
These 
facts 
be* 
ing 
published, 
have 
attracted 
the at­ 
tention of the Australian sheep-owners, 
and 
they, like 
sensible business men, 
are acting upon it. As a consequence, Amer- 
icau bred Merinos are cjrning into demand 
for the Australian market. Among the Aus­ 
tralian breeders who have ordered American 
sheep is Mr. Thomaa McFarland of Mel 
bourne. Hearing of the above-named com­ 
parisons he came to this country and ascer­ 
tained the statement to be true, and tbat the 
American fleeces were not exceptional, apd 
that the American Merino combined the 
most desirable characteristics of heavy car­ 
cass and large yield of fleece. He ordered two 
rams and two ewes, to he shipped to Mel­ 
bourne for bis sheep farms. 


A Perpetual Dairy. 
The old plan of milking cows from six to 
nine months during the spring and summer 
mcntlis, and allowing them to go dry from 
three to six months during the fall and win­ 
ter, is rapidly going out of fashion in all well- 
regulated dairies, and in all sections of the 
Country where the dairy business is carried 
on scientifically and successfully. The im­ 
mense loss that is sustained by the time that 
cows go dry under the old system of milking 
is equal to a deduction of a large per cent, 
from the profits <f the business, and those 
who adhere to this practice are finding out 
that it isimpossible to compete with those who 
have abandoned it for the perpetual flairy 
system, or the sp^tem of running the dairy 
the year through. 
Then, again, the great 
expense 
of 
packing 
butter 
in 
the 
summer season for 
consumption 
during 
the winter, including the coet of 
pack­ 
ages, gait and other materials used, added to 
the gTeat loss of the butter itself, on account 
of its becoming rancid and ruined for any 
purpose except grease, must be charged 
against the profits of the old system. People 
are also finding out that there is a material 
difference in fresh and packed butter, and 
they are loth to give up the use of fresh but­ 
ter iu the fall for butter that has been kept 
jierhaps imperfectly for from four to six 
mouths. 
Fresh butter the year round can be 
bad, and when consumers have made this 
fact out, they will hardly take to the con­ 
sumption of stale butter, however well pre­ 
served. There is a large class, prebably 
more than half the butter consumers, tbat 
are willing to pay a good advance on 
summer 
prices 
for 
fresh 
butter 
all 
winter, and this class is rapidly increasing. 
Butter makers must sooner or later conform 
to the demand of consumers for fresh butter 
11 the year round, and those who prepare for 
the change, and put it into practice the soon­ 
est, will reap the greatest advantage from the 
change. 
The first step necessary to a change 
in this direction is to have half the cows drcp 
their calves in the fall, and half in the spring. 
The next step will be to provide stable and 
feeding stalls and boxes for the cows to be 
milked during the winter, and then will 
be to produce a kind of food for winter use 
that will in a measure supply the place of 
fresh grass during the summer. 
This can 
readily he done by producing beets and carrots 
and sqnashes, and abo by raising late corn for 
feed in green stalks, and use as long as the 


weather will permit, and catting np a portion 
of the crop and burying it after the fashion 
practiced 
in 
France 
and 
Germany—in 
trenches or boxes, so as to keep it fresh the 
winter through. In this State, the all-the- 
year-round plan of conducting the dairy will 
cost but little more than the old half-year 
plan, and we are well satisfied, from personal 
experience and observation, that it will pay- 
much better. 


Preventing im ut In tfheat. 
It ia Plenty ¡téfiérally believed by wheat 
’Artfiers that bluest one or sulphate of copper 
will prevent smut in wheat, at least farmers 
quite generally practice rolling their Eeed in 
this mixture before sowing, and believe it 
pays to do so. 
It is well, however, sometimes 
to have a thing tbat is generally believed 
proven, go that the belief may amount to real 
knowledge. Professor Blount, of the Colo­ 
rado State Agricultural College, has been 
experimenting with 
wheat to determine 
whether there is really any virtue in the blue- 
stone to preveut emut in wheat. He culti­ 
vated last year 71 varieties of wheat. One 
half of each variety of seed sown he wet with 
sulphate of copper before sowing, and the 
other half he sowed dry. 
The Prussian, 
White Chile, and Canada Club smutted from 
both the wet and dry seed. Eleven varieties 
from the dry seed smutted, but not from the 
wet s;ed, while twenty varieties did not 
smut eitner from the wet or dry seed. This 
was as to eleven varieties proof that the blue- 
stone is a good preventive of smut, and 
confirms the general impression of its efficacy 
for this purpose._______ 
Prices of Jersey Cows. 
The Prairie Parmer gives an account of a 
sale of Jersey cattle on the 20th day of Octo­ 
ber at Dexter Park, Chicago, The cattle 
were from two herds, one bred, iu Iow-a City, 
Iowa, by Judge B. C. Luce aud son, and the 
otber from the herd of Moses Eliis of Fram­ 
ingham, Massachusetts. They were all regis­ 
tered cattle, or were entitled to registry. The 
Iowa cattle were in good trim and condition, 
but those from the East were not looking 
well after their ride on the cars from their 
home to the place of sale. 
There were of the 
Iowa herd 27 cows sold at an average 
price of $159, and the average of ail the cows, 
heifers and calves of both herds sold was 
$128. The bulls did not sustain as good prices 
as the cows. We state these facts for the 
benefit of those who think of buying Jersey 
cows either for the dairy or the family. 
These are not extra prices, but they show the 
appreciation and value of this class of stock 
in the best stock market in the United States, 
and they show that the prices of this class of 
dairy cows are not depreciating to any extent. 


Russia and America as Wheat Compet­ 
itors 
But a few years ago Bussia was looked 
upon by America as a formidable competitor 
for eupplying Great Britain and the wheat- 
buying countries of the eastern continent with 
wheat. This year we have sent wheat to 
Russian ports to be consumed by Russian 
subjects. This has been brought about by 
two causes : One the slack aud slovenly man­ 
ner of Russian agriculture ; the other the ex­ 
tension of the area of wheat grown in the 
United States. Our own people were some­ 
what surprised at the first announcement 
that Russia had to buy wheat of America, 
but the Russians were also dumbfounded, and 
scarcely believe the truth yet. 
Our wheat- 
growers may feel a just pride in this histor­ 
ical 
fact, but they should not fail to 
draw from 
it 
an 
important 
lesson— 
that any soil by long-continued culture 
in 
wheat, with 
poor 
cultivation, and 
without feeding, may be exhausted. 
Let us 
be stimulated to avoid the danger which 
threatens 
every country 
when 
farming 
is not done with an eye to the perpetuity of 
fertility of the richness of the soil. Wfien 
the American wheat crop gives out there will 
be no other resort._______ 


Curing Cheese. 
The best method of curing cheese is still 
an unsolved problem, although it has beeu 
worn nearly threadbare at dairy conventions, 
agricultural institutes and in the columns of 
the public prints. 
It involves scientific prob­ 
lems, which are still engagiug the attention 
alike of experts iu the dairy and the labora­ 
tory of the chemist. 
Investigations thus 
diligently pursued will hardly fail to evolve 
important and valuable facts. 
Iu the first 
annual report of the Cornell University sta­ 
tion, there is an article by Professor ¡á. M. 
Babcock giving several experiments in curing 
cheese. He says: 
“ A new cheese, when taken from the press, 
is composed, essentially, of the same constit­ 
uents as the milk from which it was made, 
the chief difference being that the cheese con­ 
tains less water; of course the more soluble 
parts of the milk, as the sugar and albumen, 
are largely removed with the water. The 
small amount of milk sugar retained by the 
curd is usually at this time converted into 
lactic acid. The castiu is now tough and in­ 
soluble, and the cheese has no marked flavor 
or odor. This, however, is not long the case. 
Changes commence immediately, and under 
favorable circumstances the casein loses, in a 
few weeks, its hardness, becomes soft and 
waxy when pressed betweeu the fingers, and 
acquires the flavor and odor peculiar to a ripe 
cheese. 
During this time the casein has 
been largely converted into soluble albumi­ 
noids (peptones), but there are also formed 
small quantities of leucin, tyrosiu, ammonia 
and often butyiic and other fatty acids.” 
Prof. Babcock then takes up the theories of 
rennet action. The fermentation theory is 
not demonstrated, and the digestive one ap­ 
pears to be but imperfectly sustained, 
ft 
has beeu supposed, and is still believed by 
some, that fat is ia some way generated by 
the process i f curing, but the evidence thus 
far is not sufficient to sustain the supposition, 
which is based on loose reasoning rather than 
on facts. The percentage of soluble albumi­ 
noids is regular and materially increased. 
But, says Prof. Babcock, “ nothing has thus 
far been done to show the action of the 
atmosphere, or even of rennet, when other 
agents have been excluded, after the work 
of coagulating the milk is comp'eted, in the 
experiments 
described 
iu the following 
pages, to determine some of the effects which 
these produce on the fat and casein of 
cheese.” 
lo r this purpose 
cheese was 
placed in air tight receivers and the air 
analyzed from time to time. 
In every case 
the oxygen rapidly disappeared, even when 
an excess of oxygen was added, while large 
quantities of carbonic acid gas.were set 
free. To test, whether oxygen is an essential 
element in the curing process, portions of 
curd were prepared, some of which were 
freely exposed to its action, while others 
were 
entirely excluded from it. 
The 
results of the experiments go to show that 
little or no flavor is developed in the 
absence of oxygen. 
Many cases were found 
in which the casein was well broken down 
without having any flavor. 
“ It was never 
developed where oxygen was excluded.” On 
the contrary (says Prof. B ), “ cheese of good 
flavor is often found in wr.ich the casein is 
hard and insoluble.” In conclusion, Prof. 
Babcock says: “ The high flavors peculiar 
to the best factory cheese are only developed 
in a warm, airy place. A caring room should 
not, however, be kept so dry that the cheese 
will lose its water very rapidly, as in this case, 
although a high flavor may be obtained, the 
caseiH will not be thoroughly broken down, 
and the cheese will be hard and indigestible. 
The breaking down of the casein appears 
to be caused by some agent contained 
in the rennet, which in many particu­ 
lars resembles an organized ferment, that 
acts very slowly when the amount of water 
present in the cheese is le-s than the casein, 
and stops its action entirely when the casein 
is in large excess. A good illustration of the 
fact that cheese will not cure when deprived 
of a large part of its water is furnished by 
the formation of the rind, this being com­ 
posed of a thin layer of casein which has par­ 
tially dried before the curing has made much 
progress. Arindwill not form on a cheese kept 
in a moist atmosphere, nor on the cut surface 
of a cured cheese. I believe that lack of wa­ 
ter is the chief reason why cheese made from 
skimmed milk is so difficult to cure. Analy­ 
ses show that, although the percentage of wa­ 
ter is usually high in such cheese, the ratio of 
water to casein is much less than in cheese 
made from whole milk.”

SCENES CN THE OPINING DAY AT THE 
LOUVRE. 


Some Inside Dramatic Eistory Concerning 
Plays and A uthors—A New 
Melodrama. 


P a r i s , October IS, 1SS0. 
More and more do the “ opening days” 
of the large dry goods stores of Paris be­ 
come an important event to the coquettish 
Parisienne. 
A short time ago the fact of 
an “ opening day ” to take place at a stated 
time was announced by placards attached 
te the buildings themselves ; but little at­ 
tention was paid to. these posters, and 
crowds came and went according to their 
urgent needs. 
But since the four or five 
great rival stores have extensively adver- 
tiaed that on that day the prices of the 
articles would be diminished, the ladies 
have found it convenient to attend to their 
wants on that occasion. 
Now the “ open­ 
ing day” takes place at all these large 
stores at the same time, and the amount 
of exercise a searcher of advantageous bar­ 
gains gives herself in rushing through the 
day from one store to another may possibly 
be imagined. 
The “ opening day ’ for the 
exhibition of winter goods and fall fashions 
took place on Monday last, the Uth, and 
no one outside of Paris cau realize the state 
of excitement of the fair buyers on that 
occasion. 
TI1E LOUVRE 
Had advertised in all the daily papers that 
on that day all persons who would pur­ 
chase, not as heretofore for the sum of 
twenty-five francs, but an object howso­ 
ever minim, would receive as a present a 
handsome chroino. 
Smaller 
establish­ 
ments, in order to compete with this great 
attraction, aud not altogether lose their 
custom, announced that to each buyer 
there would be given a surprise—a small 
box containing some object of slight value. 
The Bon-Marche, less given to charlatanism, 
merely advertised tbat on the 11th would 
take place their “ opening day,” when all 
winter aud fall articles would be much 
reduced in price. 
The desire to get some­ 
thing for nothing, is wonderfully strong all 
over the world, or else flattered by the idea 
of being the recipient of a present from the 
corporation 
of 
the 
Louvre, a3 
early 
as 
8 
o’clock 
in 
the 
morning 
a battalion of women stood before the 
doors of 
the 
large mcajasin ready to 
lay siege to it if necessary. 
The early aud 
lirst besiegers were of a particular class, 
composed for the most part of shop girls ou 
their way to work, of women employed in 
various establishments, aud frugal, eco­ 
nomical house-wives who constantly dream 
of bargains. 
The cleiks were taking their 
early breakfast and the impatient grumb­ 
lings of the buyers who found no one to 
wait on them produced a hum throughout 
the building as of enraged bees. 
At about 
10 o’clock the bourgemse appeared accom­ 
panied by her daughters, aud considering 
she had accomplished a tour de force, in 
having been able to dress herself, breakfast 
and be ready to begin a shopping expedi­ 
tion so early in the day. 
Ten o’clock for 
Paris shopping is considered so early an 
hour chat those who arrived at that time 
were exceedingly astonished to tind the 
citadel occupied and slight chances of their 
obtaining any of the spoils. 
Those who 
came did not seem disposed to go away 
and the crowd grew, denser aud denser. 
In the afternoon the elegants arrived, 
probably not so much iu search of a 
present 
from 
the 
Messieurs 
of 
the 
Louvre as 
to 
hastily 
possess 
them­ 
selves of the nouveautes of the season. 
They continued to come until circulation 
in the interior became impossible, and the 
policemen on the sidewalk stopped all those 
who would enter until the same number 
came out. 
As each object was bought and 
paid for, the cashier handed to the huyera 
small ticket varying in size and color, ac­ 
cording to the object purchased. 
One had 
then to mount the handsomely-carpeted 
stairs and pass along a corridor, when he 
came across the various inspectors, to the 
number of twenty or thirty, iu dress coats 
and white cravats, all 


STATIONED IN A ROW, 
And seemingly amused as they scanned the 
faces of the persons who passed before 
them. 
They indicated to the buyer by a 
motion of the hand where he should apply 
for his present, according to the ticket in 
his hand. 
Those who purchased for over 
twenty-five francs received achromoof im­ 
mense size, all of the same subject—une 
heure sur le lac— representing a very pretty 
young woman in a boat, surrounded by 
swans, and framed in the green foliage of 
the bauk. 
The picture is very 
pret­ 
ty, 
aud 
remarkable 
iu 
design 
and 
color, 
something 
entirely 
unexpected, 
as 
gifts 
usually 
of 
that 
kind 
are of little if any value. 
These pictures 
will of course be framed and hung on the 
walls of the customers of the Louvre in 
commemoration of the generosity of its 
owners. 
Every one who purchased any­ 
thing was given a chromo, varying in size 
according to the amount of money ex- 
p.nded, but as to whether they also were 
une heure sur le lac or as to what composed 
the subject I was not able to learn. 
The 
anxiety of the buyers to obtain their prize 
before they should be exhausted caused 
them to push and squeeze through the 
crowd with a strength scarcely consistent 
with the reputation of the weaker sex, and 
in a manner suggestive of little dignity. 
It was impossible for those who wished to 
buy a certain article to approach the coun­ 
ter on which it waa exposed, and in the 
crush and squeeze bolts of satin, silks and 
velvets were thrown down and trampled 
under fout; 
the 
stairway became so 
densely crowded tbat voices screamed it 
was giving away, when several women 
fainted and a feirful panic ensued ; other 
women 
climbed 
up on the 
counters, 
scrambling over dress goods and fancy 
articles, and one, trampling under feet 
laces, feathers and flowers, screamed from 
the window to the gendarmes to come and 
draw her out. 
The confusion and panic 
was 
SOMETHING TERRIBLE, 
And it is a question as to whether the own­ 
ers of the Louvre were politic in thus 
drawing together such an immense crowd. 
I know some American ladie3 who went 
there for the purpose of making important 
purchases, such as satin dress goods and so 
on, and would not have chosen that day 
were it not that their time in l ’aris is lim­ 
ited, but they left without buying any­ 
thing, glad to have escaped from the con­ 
fused mass of human beings with sound 
limbs. 
At the Bon Marche there was also 
a great crowd, but circulation was possible, 
aud the customers seemed to be those 
whose bauk accounts were solid and their 
purchases serious. 
One thing agreeable 
about the Bon Marche : the clerks, women 
and men, are of a superior class, intelli­ 
gent, patient and polite, and then they 
have pretentions to good morals, which ia 
not the case with the Louvre, whose moral 
atmosphere is entirely different. 
Forty 
thousand chromos were given out in one 
day by the Louvre. 
Although the majority of the theaters 
have reopened this fall with new pieces 
there has been nothing very startling or 
important, as well-known names in dra­ 
matic literatare do not make their ap­ 
pearance until late in the season. Recently 
a three-act comedy by Messrs. Gondinet 
and Margaliers was represented at the 
Vaudeville. 
The first representation is al­ 
ways a great gala night for the literati of 
Paris, to whom tickets are eent as invita­ 
tions, and on this occasion the name of 
Gondinet had excited the curiosity of a 
great number of his admirers. 
Mr. Gon­ 
dinet is a writer of a great deal of talent, 
whose genre is eminently Parisién ; he con­ 
fines his efforts entirely to comedy, and 
the criticisms of his contemporaries are 


good-humored and witty. Lately the name 
of Mr. Gondinet is seldom seen unaccom­ 
panied by that of another author unknown 
to the public; in fact having for eon.e time 
ceased to com pose original comedies on his 
own responsibility, owing to age, mental 
sterlity or other causes, he has restituted 
himself special guardian of the Vaudeville 
aud Gymuase Theaters, tbat no vouug au­ 
thor can, without the greatest difficulty, 
enter, unless Mr. Gondiuet opens tho door 
to him. 
Unknown authors who 


REG FOR A HEARING 
Carry their manuscripts to the distin­ 
guished comedien, who flourishes his pen 
throughout, a touch 
here 
and a touch 
there, and placiug his name first iu great 
letters carries it to the manager, aud after 
wards divides the profits with the original 
authors. 
.Such was the case with r gard 
to “ Jonathan,” a comedy containing an 
American character very well drawn, and 
which has proved one of the greatest suc­ 
cesses of the Gymuase Theater for years ; 
it was the first effort of two young authors 
who found the door of the theater barri­ 
caded by the body of Mr. Gondinet, and 
appealing to him, he added a few words 
here and there, accepted a third of the 
profits and monopolized the lion’s share oi 
the honors, 
The last piece is called “ Lis 
grands eufants,” aud treats of divorce, but 
whether in favor or against it is dirticult to 
discover ; the characters, however light and 
unstable, are rendered interesting by tin 
clever manner in which they are brought 
iu contact, and the amount of wit which 
pervades the entire play.

NEW MELODRAMA, 
By Messrs. Deunery and Bresil, made its 
first appearance at the Ambigú Theater 
niglit before last. 
Mr. Dennery occupies 
the same position in melodrama as Mr. 
Gondinet in 
com edy; 
his 
name also 
seldom now appears without being ac­ 
companied 
with 
that 
of 
some 
uu 
known young author, but unfortunately 
for this last, his name is always more diffi­ 
cult to retain thi.n that of the known 
dramatist. 
Mr. Dennery is well known 
throughout America, as he ia one of the 
authors of “ Les Exiles,” as well as other not 
less interesting dramas. 
This last piece is 
peculiar, and requires a greater tax on the 
imagination and good faith of the audience 
than is generally the case in melodrama. 
The events pass under the reigu of Louis 
X VI.; an officer of the marine is not pres­ 
ent at his post during a battle on the 
Astree, attacked by a flotilla of pirates in 
the Indies. 
No trace of Ins absence, he 
supposes, could remain alter this disaster. 
Armand de 
Maillepre reaches I* ranee, 
where he again sees his father and mother, 
who believed him t-Dgulfcd with his brother 
in arms, aud it is they who are to judge of 
his conduct. 
He went on land the even­ 
ing before the unexpected attack upon his 
vessel, authorized by his commander to re­ 
main there until the following morning. In 
the night a great fire lighted by the re­ 
bellious slaves spread over the dw elling of 
the Barou d’Armagnj. whose daughter 
he 
loved ; 
he 
hastened 
to 
the field 
of 
disaster and 
succeeded 
in 
saving 
the fair Henriette. 
But, iu the mtan time, 
some one stole his liorse, and in order to 
return he was obliged to surmount a thou­ 
sand obstacles placed iu his way. 
V? hen 
at last he arrived at the shore there was 
no longer any bark, the Astree was far out 
in the sea where they were already light­ 
ing. 
He sprang into the water to sw-m, 
but the sea threw him back inanimate on 
the sand, and when be came to the Astree 
had disappeared. 


THIS LOYAL SOLDIER, 
Who feared to have forfeited his honor, 
needed the acquittal of his parents ; tl e 
Count de Maillepre opened his arms to 
him, the child whom he thought lost was 
found, the officer who judged himself a 
deserter waa absolved, and he could be­ 
come the husband of her whom he bad 
saved and who also had returned to France. 
In the midst of this happiness scarcely got 
glimpse of, there rose up under a false 
name a rather mysterious creature who had 
also arrived from India, and whom they 
had received generously and rather too 
easly in the midst of the family. 
This 
Diana is none other than the daughter of- 
a Portuguese, chief of the pirates who in­ 
fested the 
coast of 
India, and whom 
Mr. 
De 
Maillepre 
had 
had brand­ 
ed 
and 
whipped 
in 
the 
public 
“ place.” 
This 
Carbacena had 
siuce 
died, leaving only this daughter, who in­ 
herited the savage instincts of her father. 
She did not enter thi3 family but for the 
purpose of avenging the death of her father. 
The ship’s book of the Asti ee had fallen 
into her power, and on this book the cap­ 
tain had stated the absence of Armand de 
Maillepre and dishonored his desertion. 
To make of the daughter of the condemned 
Carbacena the daughter-in-law of theJudge 
Maillepre by marrying his son is the bar­ 
gain which she tranquilly proposes to 
ArmaDd to destroy this accusing page. 
The Count offers Diana his entire fortune 
iu exchange for th¡3 leaf, which would be 
in the eyes of the Council of War the death 
warrant of the officer, signed by his own 
commander.

Will this crime, which delivers 
them from a mortal enemy, remain forever 
unknown ? No, daylight soon came, the 
victim groans and sighs, when she is heard 
and succored. 
They bring her before the 
family, her eyes already nearly closed by 
death. 
She, however, finds sufficient force 
to rise up and point out to the “ Criminel ” 
Lieutenant the author of the crime, who is 
no other than the Count, but Armand 
throws him3elf before his father, and cries

I atn the assassin 1” 
Why 
docs this guilty father then allow bis inno­ 
cent son to accuse himself ? 
It is because 
he is ignorant of all that has passed. 
He 
went to sleep broken down with sorrow, 
and had seen in a nightmare the council of 
war condemn his son to death, and near 
the condemned, triumphant, that monster 
of a woman, his denunciator. 
He had 
seized his sword, and in his somnambulistic 
sleep had marched straight to Diana’s pa­ 
vilion aod killed her. 
The father, uncon­ 
scious of his crime, believes his son to be 
guilty, and considers him crazy since it 
is difficult 
for 
them 
to 
understand 
each other. 
At last they are withdrawn 
from this cruel predicament by Mr. de 
Malesherbes who, descended from power, 
indulges iu a botanical emollient on the 
grounds of Maillepre. 
He only knows, 
and he arrives in time to say so and arrange 
everything, that the Gouut is a somnam­ 
bulist, because he still bears on his hand a 
wound from a eaber cut, which he received 
sometime 
before from 
this 
dangerous 
sleep-walker. 
In this rjnvre of drama, 
which lias made the most solid reputation 
of Mr. Dennery, an improbability of this 
kind is not rare, neither is it unusual— 
thanks to the cleverness of him who risks 
it—to see it accepted by the public. 
This 
trick of dramatic prestidigitation has again 
succeeded once more. 
The sleeping-act, 
the preparation of the scene of the som­ 
nambulist's ctime, and the great talent of 
Lacressonniere, decided its success. , 
Sarah Bernhardt left Paris for Havre on 
Friday last, ami sailed yesterday (Sunday) 
for America. 
They say that she is accom­ 
panied by two American newspaper re­ 
porters, whose business it is to comment 
on all her movements and give a descrip­ 
tion of her slightest acts—even to the 
elevating of her eyebrows.

—An Alternoou Concert—How 
to “ Make Eyes"—Itc.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , November 10, 18S0. 
There are days when nothing seems to 
happen, and yet wLen you look back at 
them everything seems to have happened 
—lazy days, w hen you stroll about scarce 
carii.g your direction, when people glide 
by and events occur as in a wide-awake 
dream, and you look idly as out from a 
daze at it all. 
“ Sir,” the tongue says, 
“ and madam, yes or no,” and the sound 
appears to come from over yonder some­ 
where a mile away. 
Taking myself by the 
hand I have been about town lately, and 
vet all the time I half questioned if I were 
about at all, instead ot lying on a loungo 
in a sunny room, seeing iu a tangle of 
dreams these 
every-day 
things 
which 
-te.ned to take cu a sleepy drunkenness 
and jollity as seen through my strained 
eyeB. 
It was on a Wednesday afternoon 
and I lurnc-dinto Montgomery'street. The 
Mas: nic Temp’e with its statue of the 
homeless woman aud child, the Tucker 
clock, the Hibernian Bauk, street cars, 
lines of people, a gamin at my side, thrust­ 
ing matches, pocket combs, neckties and 
pius at me, and a flower man at the left, 
cress and spectacled, but dumb as to the 
pretty secrets of bis trade—it all looked 
like one of Toby Rosenthal’s many-figured 
paintings.

book store 
seemed 
to 
shadow 
forth in 
bright 
array 
liter­ 
ature dimly tempting in ghostly covers. 
“ An Earnest Trifler,” read one, and it 
seemed I had heard somewhere of a young 
girl who had written it and sent it forth 
only in after-astonishment to find the peo­ 
ple high in her temple of the gods reading 
it, admiring it, wondering who could have 
written it, and so filially taking her by the 
hand and lifting her up as one of them. 
“ A Fool’s Errand” and “ Bricks W ith­ 
out Straw” jostled marvelous tales written 
by onr Walter Scott, aud good-humored 
Mr. Pickwick, jolly as having just lunched, 
smiled broadly from a steel engraving. 


' 
JUST OPPOSITE, 
A large frame of photographs exhibited 
pretty women with chins in draperies of 
lace or looking over bare shoulders, and 
prettier men in a high state of toilet. Far­ 
ther along long plate glass window’s exhib­ 
ited reading rooms of hotels, with boarders 
challenging attention in tipped up chairs, 
their hetls on a level with their heads. 
A 
great, puffy, flabby man came by, looking 
like a porpoise, and behind him a neat and 
dandy little woman, with looping of cable 
cord on her dress. 
I wonder idly if they 
dream they see me, too. 
I notice every 
woman glances in the windows of men’s 
furnishing goods. 
Do you guess why ? 
Because the dark cloth3 behind the plate- 
glass combine to form a very fair mirror, 
and any woman can catch an idea of 
her own style in general aud her effect- 
upon the strange eye by this, as it were, 
window view. 
The current seemed to set 
hurriedly further on, and when I reached 
Platt’s Hall, I was caught by a circling 
eddy of skirts and drawn in. 
A man 
looked out of a little square window in a 
box-office, and his eye said, persuasively, 
“ Four bits, you know ; but you can have 
a box for $G.” 
In the same language I 
said I wouldn’t 
have a 
box, and en­ 
tered. 
Somebody thrust me a programme, 
and a messenger-boy in white cotton gloves, 
which were meant for style—a mile too 
big—wafted me toward a chair. 
The im­ 
passible woman, w ho always trips the light 
dance upon air in theater scenes was pres­ 
ent, with a lyre in her hand, and what 
seemed like an immense brass baud frilled 
the stage. 
I said to myself it must be

bows rose

Two

same tongue whispering in gutturals before 
and behind. 
I spoke to the lady on my 
left, and she could speak nothing but Ger­ 
man. 
How strange to know only strange 
languages, and I wondered if perhaps we 
didn’t all think in the same. 
However, I 
offered my neighbor my opera-glass in En­ 
glish, but I think she looked through it in 
German, for she seemed very foreign in­ 
deed. 
How clumsy and out-of-the-world 
those people look who come to us out of 
the other continent, although they have 
lived so much nearer the altar of fashion 
than we. 
But watch them and see how 
sprightly and graceful and stylish and trim 
they become as they grow gradually Amer­ 
icanized. 1 saw twenty music teachers, all 
foreigners, at tliafc matinee, and the hand­ 
some but vain old gentleman whom I saw at 
the carnival flirting with sixTintern Abbey 
girls, two at a time. 
A handsome old man 
can be twice as wicked as a younger one 
who has neither gray hairs nor experience. 
About half past 3 a great many school 
teachers came dropping in. A lovely yeung 
girl with blue ribbons and eyes to match 
sat with her head a little drooped listen­ 
ing half to the muaic and half to the gen­ 
tleman by her side. 
She seemed to find 
both pleasant. 
Her hair was brown, and 
done in braids looped iu two at the back, 
with one braid across, aud a gold dagger 
thrnst through. 
It was smooth, natural 
and glossy, and not many women now­ 
adays have glossy hair. 
It is usually 
roughened 
and 
made 
harsh, 
uneven, 
and perhaps cnar-re by the severe regirhn 
it undergoes. 
My programme.said Beeth­ 
oven, Wagner, 
Meyerbeer, Wieniawski 
and 
Saint 
Saens, 
and 
I 
dreamily 
rose 
to 
the 
occasion. 
I 
wondered 
if 
the half hundred 
musicians 
play­ 
ing that grand march time as if 
they 
were inspired and had their souls in the 
clouds, ever descended to sausaue with 
garlic and beer. 
In the mean time 


EVERY FIDDLE BOW 
Came down and went up together beauti­ 
fully, aud by and by that young genius, 
Leopold Lichtenberp, came out. 
Ho had 
a great shock of hair, cut a la musician, 
and he was somewhat awkward, but his 
bow went over his violin strings just so 
softly and easily it made you think of a 
young girl dancing in silken shoes, and all 
the men back of him who had seemed in­ 
spired a moment before watched his man­ 
ner so eagerly, and never took their eyes 
from his right hand. 
By and by there was 
a grand “ poeme syrnphoniqne,’’ whatever 
that is, but it was grand, with snch a rush 
of harmony now and then as made the 
hearer forget for a moment all elso. 
Isn't 
that what genius is?—to be able to trans­ 
port the Hearer, the reader or the looker-on 
beyond himself ? 
By and by we all went 
out slowly, and by some means unaccount­ 
able the haudsome old man had found out 
the lovely young girl with forget me not in 
her eyes and was helping her into a carri­ 
age and the young man whispering in her 
ears was gone. 


IT WAS NIOUT, 
When in the same still, indolent way I 
strolled into Baldwin’s Theater, whose pre­ 
vailing red does benefit to every complex­ 
ion. Some vulgar people had a box. They 
were dressed in very bright and a very great 
deal of color; they laughed and talked 
constantly, and not one of the party wore 
gloves. 
A young girl, the moet deliber­ 
ately made up person I ever saw, sat in the 
front row and made eyes at the house. Do 
you know how it’s done ? She sat very far 
forward in her chair, wetting her lips fre­ 
quently and turning her glance over her 
shoulder at her companion, whom her po­ 
sition brought just back of her. She rolled 
herdarkeyesslightlyupwardandperformed 
evolutions, a sort of little drill with

went to opera, and in my opera days I 
never failed to meet him when 1 went. He 
was a good critic, too, and a fair one now, 
i ’ll warrant you.” 
The play was “ A 
Golden G.ime,” a queer hodge-podge of in­ 
cident with nothing particular to recom­ 
mend its.lf, aud serving to introduce two 
gentlemen who have a perfect right to take 
the road with a play if they choose, but 
we have better actors already with US who 
have not yet looked higher than 
the 
support they fuvnisb So ably. 
Mr. Ken­ 
nedy, for instance, supported these gentle­ 
men, and his quiet air »f at home-ness on 
the stage, his perfect ease and his mastery 
of the minor part intrusted him made him 
at once of equal interest with the stars. 
When he takes the character of a fop 1 
was about to say he wears an appearance 
of the most natural idiocy I ever saw, but 
instead of saying so I'll tell you

They used to have on Howard Taylor. 
Everybody knows Howard Taylor h e r e - 
managed “ Snowflake,” wrote “ Pigeon,” 
edited the Vallejo Chronicle, and is talking 
of an Eastern trip with some original plajs.

On his appearance

exaggerated fortune and misfortune again. 
By the w ay, in these traveling combina­ 
tions did you ever notice how much better 
in their line the men are than the women ? 
In this “ Phoenix” combination, 
now, 
there 
isn’t 
a woman 
above medioc­ 
rity, 
while 
the 
men 
are 
all good. 
Did 
it 
ever 
strike 
you 
what 
a 
ghastly t’oing 
it must be to be a dra­ 
matic critic ? 
I cannot imagine going in to 
see a funny play or a tragedy, to take any 
interest in it whatever li it’s business. 
Fancy going to the theater every night iu 
the week—why, it’s like partridge for 
steady diet. 
Criticism, however, nowa­ 
days, would not have been dignified by 
that title in the times when criticism was 
criticism indeed. 
Just now it is a little 
light, frothy gossip, seived up with a 
sauce that has a tinge like the “ kick” in 
champagne, but “ ’twill serve.”

It is proposed to erect a statue at Zurich, 
Switzerland, iu honor of the reiornier 
Zwingle. 
Eleven thousand dollars have 
already been subscribed, and it is sug­ 
gested tbat on the 1st r.f January, 1SS-I, 
the four hundredth anniversary of his 
birth, the statue be unveiled. 
A gift of $50,000 has been mad'- to the 
fund for the Melbourne (Australis) Cathe­ 
dral. 
It is intended that the edifice shall 
be the grandest one in that part of the 
world, ajd one which will compare favor­ 
ably with the costliest churches in any 
Protestant country. 
The $50,000 was con­ 
tributed by an anonymous giver.

D e n o m i n a t i o n a l 
D iv is io n s

S c o t ­ 
l a n d .— Professor A. Balmain Bruce of 
Scotland gives the following brief explana­ 
tion of the denominational divisions in his 
own country : 
“ The doctrine, of course, 
is the same ; they only differ in a few 
questions of church government. The ffree 
Church of Scotland admits the right of the 
State in molding certain forms of church 
government, but has resisted the manner 
of interference. 
It has always held to the 
opinion that the State interferes too much 
with the liberty of private judcmeut, and 
hence has separated from its de; aideocc 
and support. 
In its principles the Freo 
Church of Scotland resembles very much 
the Presbyterian Church of America, which 
in its action and deliberations is entirely 
free from tho interference of the State. 
The Established Church of Scotland, of 
course, enjoys the full privileges o: church 
protection. 
The 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland denies totally the right 
of any interference on the part of the State 
with church government. 


B lo o d P o is o n in g .— Dr. Wilma, the late 
distinguished and beloved German surgeon, 
came to bis death by a pitiful road. 
Just 
as he completed an operation, his assistant 
accidentally pricked him with a needle 
under the thumb-nail. 
Dr. Wilms treated 
the tiny wound a3 all surgeons know how 
to do—yet iu attending airer'aard upon an­ 
other patient, a particle of poisonous mat­ 
ter found its way to the wound. About an 
hour later a tierce burning set in, aud the 
experieDCtd operator, who knew every 
phenomenon of the human organization so 
exactly, told his colleagues that blood- 
poisoning had set in.

M editerranean sea. 
I t gr-w to he a city of 
boundless w ealth; to be the seat of letters 
and arts, of luxury anil fashion. 
I t was a 
Varia in that olden time. 
In the home of Hebrew parents the child 
saw the light, and as he grew through the 
years of boyhood and walked forth by the 
hand of his father or his attending nurse, he 
would see the magnificent architecture and 
adornments of the beautiful city. 
H e would 
see the men of many climes—for it was a 
cosmopolitan city, where from east and west, 
and north and south, all met for trade, for 
pleasure, for wealth and for indulgence. 
He 
saw men well-nigh 
matchless 
for 
their 
I Kwr.ty; of such exquisite build and mold, 
with 
such 
noble 
heads, 
with 
such 
wondrous eyes, with 
exquisitely chiseled 
features whose tongues seemed expres-ive at 
oDo of the music of their lips and of their 
brains. That matchless tongue of the last 
twenty centuries descended like ours from a 
tongue greater thau itself, yet stands among 
the scholars as the very repository of our 
learning—as a kind of a spear, a shield, a 
buckler, as a kind of flashing sword in the 
scholar’» hand. 
The speech of oratory and 
of inusic, the speech of poetry and of wisdom, 
he heard the matchless accents of the H el­ 
lenic tongue flowing in all its melodious 
strains from the lips of those men whose un­ 
equaled forms have been preserved to us, in 
part at least, in sculpture. 
Aud that Greek 
tongue was his birthright. 
N ot only thi*. another speech he encoun­ 
tered, and a different kind of mankind, not so 
exquisitely molded, hot so ilassically beauti­ 
ful, mors developed, broader of shoulder, 
more powerful and lithe of limb ; the men 
whoso serried rank*, whose fl.ishing swords 
and tpoa,-s had subdued the world ; the men 
whose navies circumnavigated the world then 
known, and held all climes in subjugation. 
H e heard

sweet and magnetic strains of the Latin 
tor. _:uc—the language of law, of jurisprudence, 
of domination, and of authority. 
And that 
tongue was his birthright as well. 
He was a 
Roman citizen—the immensity and franchise 
of the empire was also his birthright. 
B ut in his own home he heard another 
speech—to his childish ear and to his heart 
all through the remainder of his life more 
prized than either, than both, the others—a 
maje tic tongue and masterly; the tongue 
which heid treasures which iu bis eyes im- 
meaeurably surpassed all the treasures con­ 
tained in both the others—for it was the 
tongue of the Father of the F aithful; it was 
the tongue in which Moses spoke and wrote ; 
it was the tongue in which Miriam chanted 
her trium phal soug by the sea bank when the 
enemies of his race and hers were over­ 
whelmed ; it was the tongue of the Minstrel 
K in g ; it was the tongue of the gifted proph­ 
ets ; it wa* the tongue that even made God’s 
promise to man all sure and steadfast. 
H e­ 
brew, Greek and Latin were the three lan­ 
guages in which the boy was trained. 
After the fashion of the .lews of the dis­ 
persion. as they were called—such Hebrews 
as had quitted their native land and were, 
through trade and various occupations in the 
other districts and regions of the earth— 
desirous of saving their sons of promise from 
the contamination and pollution of heathen 
surroundings, this boy was sent, at the age of 
II or 13—such was the custom of the cevont 
and orthodox .Tews—to the chief city of 
the world in their eyes. 
And you can imag­ 
ine the boy landing at the seaport of Cesaría, 
making his way across the plains, of entering 
the mountains, and so gradually passing 
through the old tribe of Benjamin, his own 
tribe, and coming to the limits of Judea. 
And as he oomes forth from the mountains 
his eyes behold Mount Sinai, beautiful for 
situation, the joy of the whole earth, the seat 
of the living God! 
And so the youth comes to Jeru salem for 
his education—and I wish all young men 
present, and perhaps girls and young women 
as well, to take note of this fa ct: this child 
of the sun, this boy of the East and of tbe 
South, where growth is more rapid than with 
us ; where maturity is much more quickly- 
gained. spent seventeen or nineteen years, 
according 
as he 
came 
at 11 
or 13— 
in 
his 
studies. 
If 
our 
girls 
go to 
school for three or four years they think they 
are paying a marvelous price for education. 
They must be out and graduated by the time 
th e y are sixteen or seventeen, and ready to 


be married at nineteen or twenty, under the 
penalty of being old m aids; and our boys 
think if they spend a year or two in prepara­ 
tion, and then four years at college, and two 
or three years afterwards in getting their pro­ 
fessional training, that it is an enormous 
price, and they chink how the prizes of so­ 
ciety and life are slipping from them, how 
other people are gathering the b «vest.: and 
if our young gcinieiueu do not tnuku Uieír 
fortunee and gain prufes iirs! emi: ence by 
the time they are thirty, fi rs •••th trier ate 
failures. What absurdities! Jonah's gouro*— 
how many of them that see theuisclvcs fail­ 
ures in life ; yes, Jonah’s gourd is the sym­ 
bol of very uiucn of our young America. 
I 
beg you to hold it well iu recollection that 
the immortal men served a long apprentice­ 
ship ; the men whose voices go siunding on 
forever must 
have their ears open 
and 
their minds trained from many a vigil and 
through many a rounded mouth and year— 
yea, even decades of years. 
And so this youth is 30 years of age, having 
devoted 17 or 19 years am ply to his prepara­ 
tion, iu addition to all that he had received in 
the way of instruction before be left his na­ 
tive city of Tarsus, and at the time of 
which I speak, as he Btands there witnessing 
this Lombte scene of blood, he is 30. 
Our 
y. nng gentlemen are citizens of the United 
States at the age of one and tw enty—they 
r ti h their majority. 
Among the older and 
wiser people, as it seems t*> me, they did not 
gaiu tnoir m ajority until 30—asd -<• he is— 
having been tints far under the guidance and 
Í instruction of tutors, governors, teacher.* and 
guardians—ho is now to take the tiller of his 
destiny into his own hand, and his baik, thus 
j far steereil f r him, is to be • leered by him ­ 
self. 
W hat is his election ? What doe9 he 
decide to do? His futuie is before him, and 
he is aoout to m ake it ".'hot he will. 
W ith 
genius such as his—and he must have felt its 
stirrings ; there m ust have beeusotne prompt- 
in:;e from his braia which told him of his 
latiu t power. 
H e might easily lit Vote him ­ 
self *■•> the profession of a teaiher—a teacher 
of Greek eloquence a.id philosophy and 
poetry. 
W e pretend to honor and remuner­ 
ate • tif teachers to-day, but v. e stint them to 
the last and meauest degree. 
There are no 
people, p.Tbaps excepting the Christian min- 
i.-try, and X hm dly know whether they are to 
be ; ' e pted—there are no people who do so 
valuable, so noble, so glorious, ap.d so lK.ne- 
ficial work iu the world nho are treated iu so 
niggardly a fashion by the people they serve 
and the society they benefit, as our teachers 
of public schools and private, elementary and 
higher. 
W e boa*t tli.v we are civilized. The 
• old Greeks, in tin* respect, were immeasur- 
j ably move civilized thau we. 
A nd a man 
i of "such magnificient powers as this youth 
j possessed, u ith such wondr- us traiuing, with 
| ach incisive inleiiect, with sueu cunpre- 
bm sive understanding, w ith such elegant 
•soning powers to expound the oracles of 
’osojihy and to thrill men’s blood with the 
^ c of his eloquence, m ight easily iu Ins 
i native city of Tarsus or at Antioch or a t 
I Athens, e-tablish a professor’s chair which 
m ight gain the largest clientage and draw as 
Aristotle, a* l ’lato, as Zeno and as many 
another famous seer, pupils fr m all quarter* 
of the world, and w ith them revenue, honor, 
fame—all th at he could desire. 
He did not 
become a professor of Grecian learning. 
There was another avenue open to him. 
I 
have said th at Roman citizenship was his 
birthright. H e could easily have applied him- 
selt to the study of the Roman la w ; he 
could have began his profession in the .San­ 
hedrim at Jerusalem , and having gained suf­ 
ficient revenue, 
he could

having

the very pinnacle of bis profession—th at 
there in Rome he could have easily challenged 
the fame of Cicero, the greatest of anci.ut 
oratois? 
A Tribune’s Eeat, the Senatorial 
dignity and robe, .the liberty to address the 
Conscript Fathers, and a hand in melding 
the politics and the legislation of the world— 
it was all open to him—honor, fame, bound­ 
less wealth, far-reaching influence, all th at 
bids man onward in the hard paths wc travel. 
H e did not choose to become a Roman law­ 
yer any m ire than a Grecian professor. 
W hy? 
Beciu*e in the wii.le history of 
patriotism, 1 think, you find no man that 
surpasses, if yon find oat- that equal*, the in­ 
tensity and enthusiasm of thi* m an’s devotion 
to hi* country. 
A H ebrew —a Hebrew of 
the tribe of Benjamin—he felt all th at was 
implied in hi* glorious ancestry, in the im­ 
m unity and franchise enj .yerl by hi* na­ 
tionality, the proude t race, the most favored 
race, tbe most illustrious race that- has yet 
trodden the planet. He was of th at stock ; a 
son of God’s own friend, the lather of the 
faithful, and of the greatest law giver the 


the promise of the world’s deliverance, tbe 
bope of the world’s salvation. 
Everything 
connected with the history of this race is 
sacred to day. 
He determined to devote bin- 
self to his country, with all his energy, with 
all his geniu*, with all his enthusiasm. 
Aud 
need there was at such au hour as that that 
every true Israelite should give himself to 
his country. 
It was a time of universal ex­ 
pectation, and the nation is on tip-toe ; the 
seventy weeks of Daniel is fulfilled ; the 
deliverer, the Messiah, the anuointed oue, 
foretold from the sad hour when the first pair 
came forth from Eden laden with the curse, 
is to come. 
Those dreary, many ye..rs of 
sorrow and of trouble seemed now almost 
accomplished ; the foot of the Roman tyrant 
is upon the neck of the nation ; his foot was 
to be removed, and the prostrate captive was 
to rise up and be delivered. 
Tne Kir.g, the 
mighty Savior, was to make his appear­ 
ance. 
The nation was as I say • n tip­ 
toe. 
And, 
strange 
to 
say, 
there is 
come one from tiie despised province of 
Galilee, anil from the contemned and con- 
temptable town of Nazare‘h, and from the 
house of a carpeuter. attended by peasants 
and fishermen and a throng of women, some 
of peasant rank and some of equivocable 
reputation, and claiuiB to be this Messiah— 
the Christ, the anuointed—Jesus is his name ’ 
The aristocratic class, the men of learning, 
the men of culture, the men of knowledge, 
of law and the professions, the men of trained 
brains and implemented faculties, the men 
whose hands are accustomed to rule—had 
been content to let him go aud give tio at­ 
tention to him, “but that he assailed us and 
called us the aristocracy of the nation, a 
generation of vipers, and declared that we 
could not escape the damnation of hell.' He 
assailed our ruling classes, and at length the 
struggle between him and us became so fierce 
that one or the other hail to perish, and so 
we secured his condemnation at the hands of 
Pontius Pilate, and he was crucified, as he 
deserved to be. 
He was an imposter, pre­ 
tending to be the Messiah foretold bv Isaiah 
and 
all 
the other prophets. 
We sup­ 
posed there had been an end of 
the 
heresy, 
and that 
there 
would 
be no 
schism in our nation ; but strange to say, fifty 
days after this a company of ignorant and 
vulgar peasants, í d cumber not more than 
130, counting the women, have gathered to­ 
gether here in Jerusalem, and at length have 
had the audacity to invade the sacred pre­ 
cincts of the temple itself, and declare that 
they have received what they call the bap­ 
tism of the Holy G host; and not only that, 
t ¡ey are making converts—wresting them 
from the true faith of Israel, and creating, 
through their heresy, a schism dividing the 
nation. 
They are not only doing this, but 
they have the audacity to stand in the pres­ 
ence of our rulers, these illiterate and un­ 
trained fishermen, declaring that this Jesus 
whom our rnlers put to death was really the 
Christ; and even here, in my own synagogue, 
representing 
tire most 
refined, cultnred, 
wealthy and ari-tocratic of the young Jews 
of the dispersion—my synagogue, the one 
that among the four hundred of Jerusalem 
stands prominent—a man, a Jew by blood, 
but a Greek by name (Stephen), ha* tbe 
audacity to come and attempt to prove to us 
by the writings of Moses that this Galilean 
peasant was the very Christ, and of course 
we carried him to tbe Sanhedrim, and he 
had the temerity to stand there and attempt 
to prove to the priests, the lawyers and the 
rulers, out of our sacred scriptures, that this 
Jesus was the Christ! 
Of course hi* doom 
was sealed; and therefore I have had the 
firmness to staDd and witness this terrible 
tragedy, at which my heart and blood re­ 
volted—and what else could I do? 
My 
course is plain. 
Myself I resign ; the Roman 
law and the forum I resign; all honors, 
wealth and fame I give n p ; I dedicate my­ 
self to my nation and my people—to the 
C 
unty of the temple and the sanctity of the 
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And therefore yon see this yonng mao, de­ 
licate and sensitive of frame, fine of sensi­ 
bilities, exquisite of emotion—you see him 
absolutely performing the office of a police 
officer, making domiciliary visits, going from 
house to house, scourging, aud descending al­ 
most to inquisitorial tortures to compel those 
of his countrymen upon whom he could lay 
hands to blaspheme that name which they 
professed to be the dearest and most sacred 
to them. And when all of this way of feeling 
had been driven out of Jerusalem, he re­ 


ceived letters of authority and_ a commission 
and starts for Damascus. 
It is the seventh 
day of his journey. 
He has passed by the 
Jordan and the Sea of Galilee, and he is on 
the broad Syrian desert. Damascus is yonder 
before him. 
It is mid-day. 
All nature is 
still. 
The sun is at the very top of the fir­ 
mament. 
He is urging his way onward that 
to-nivht he may rest an.idst the plantations, 
a^e uiiua.u., aaii tbe vineyards , i Dama* 
cm, ard with to-morrow’s coming b“ is. to 
u-e'the vivid expres-i .n ot tne story, “ to 
breame out threaUning ami slaughter. ’ And 
suddenly the young man falls, as if stricken 
by an arrow or a club—he falls aud lays in 
the d u st! 
The joints of his Iwiae, like the 
old Babylonish King, unloose, and his knees 
smite one against another. 
He lies in the 
dust, and those who are with him in his reti­ 
nue are alBo prostrate on the ground. 
I hey 
recover more speedily than he ; he arises and 
finds that he is blind. 
And so, with relaxed 
frame aud staggering step, h8 is ied by the 
hands of his attendants to Damascus, and 
through three days ami mghce he sits, as you 
may well believe, railing upon the very verge 
of madness. 
, . , 
I address men—all thoughtful men and 
women especially—all men and women who 
are troubled with the d iuVs of this time ; 
doubts suggested by our current education 
and our cun* nt literature ; doubts which are 
broadca-t and deep-seated here in your Oaii- 
forr.ia 
I address you seriously, and ask what 
is the explanation of thi* phenomena—the 
fall of tais youth iu the Syrian desert, aud 
all the strai qe c tisequ-no. s th at ensued from 
this fall? Tusre are three t eories possible, 
and one or the other mu*t be the ex¡ la-.atiou 
of this phenomena, and of the wonderful 
change which took place iu thi* rami. 
M as 
it a suustr. ke and therefore ensuing disease 
a form of catalepsy or epiRpsv. involving 
aberration and hallucination ? 
W as all of 
his after-life and tne character which he 
showed through the subsequent thirty years 
the pro lucí ion of abnormal action? T hat is 
oue theory. 
A nother: W a.* it a fit ot im­ 
posture; was he playing a part, a charlatan, 
a quack ? 
There are two. 
There is just one 
other possible, and 1 think no m an who ad­ 
dresses himself to this investigation cau sum ­ 
mon u > another. 
I t was either irapobture or 
delusion, it was either quackery or »»lf impo- 
eition, or it was w h it hfi says it \vz\*i. 
says: “ A t midday I saw in the way a light 
fiorn heaven, above the brightness of thesun, 
shining round about me and them which jour­ 
neyed w ith me. 
And when we were all 
fallen to the earth I heard a v .ice speaking 
unto me, and saying in tiie Hebrew rougut - 
’ Saul 
Saul, why persecutest thou me ! I t 
is hard for thee to kick against the pries*.’ 
And 1 said: ‘ W ho art thou, Lord? 
And 
he said : ‘ I am Jesus whom thou perseciitesti 
B u t rise and stand upon th y R o t; for 1 have 
appeared unto thee for this purpose : to make 
thee a minister and a witness both of thei>e 
things which thou hast seen, and of those 
things in the which I will appear unto thee ; 
delivering tiiee from the people, and trom tiie 
Gentiles, unto whom now I send tl ee to open 
their eyes, and to turn them from darkness t o 
light, and from the power of Satan unto God, 
that they may receive forgiveness of sins, and 
inheritance among them which arc sancti­ 
fied by faith th at i* in me.’ ” 
T hat is Ins ex­ 
planation of the pheuomeua, and I tiib.k it is 
a m atter which closely relates itself to the 
present and future well being of every man, 
woman and child before me in this house to ­ 
night ; a m atter of supreme interest, to de­ 
term ine which of these three theories gives us 
an adequa e *olu‘iun of the pheuomeua, and 
of tile c msequences of the phenomena. Three 
days after, the man whom he had seen in the 
vision came to him and laid his hands upon 
his head, and iu tender and sym pathetic 
tones said unto him : “ B rother Saul, receive 
thy s i g h t and the scales fell from his eyes, 
and he arose and received holy baptism in the 
name of him whom he had proscribed and 
c míenme 1 as a Jew ish pea-aut, as a Galilean 
impost r ; he received holy baptism in the 
name w hich he had obliged men and women 
to blaspheme at Jerusalem ; in the name 
which he had come to Damascus to compel 
men aud women to blaspheme again. 
And 
such a change as now takes place! 
T hat 
proud, 
irascible, 
haughty, 
self-confident, 
energetic, patriotic, self-devoted patriot now 
becomes the most tinder, gentle and p a tie n t; 
the most submissive, long-suffering, seh-post­ 
poning man to be found in history. 
None of 
ids magnificent powers are paralyzed or viti­ 
ated. 
H is power of reasoning, his eloquence, 
his energv, his devotion, his capacity*of mind 
i* not diminished. 
B ut his genius is in- 
crea-ed, and the lofty b>n-s of his voice have 
b eu sounding these 1,800 years, and only 
gather volume as the ages go on. 
There at 
Damascus, then at Jerusalem , throughout all 
the coasts ot Judea, and then to the Gentiles 


l l 6 *r0 6 S. 
1°have spoken of his devotion to his people. 
That sublime patriotism which characterized 
him he neve: lost, the love of his race he n»ver 
lu.-t, hi* sen-ibility of the good opinion of his 
people he never lo st; and yet, through the 
thirty years then ensuing, it is the case almost 
always when he. comes into a synagogue, when 
be come* within a city, into any district or 
region < f the Roman Empire, when his couu- 
trymen find he is come they begin with dark­ 
ened faces, and gnashing teeth, and flashing 
evfs, and clenched fi-ts, to breathe out their 
curse against 
him—“ Recreant, 
apostate, 
traitor ! ” 
Five times, as he tells us, he re­ 
ceived at the hands of his Jewish countrymen 
forty stripes upon lii* uncovered back, and 
everv stripe drew blood—forty stripes save 
o n e/ In many aud many a city all through 
A*ia Minor and upon the main land of Eu­ 
rope, they incite the populace against him, 
they stimulate the Roman maxistrates against 
him. 
This man, yearniug with ineffable ten­ 
derness, hungering with unsi>eakahle longing 
for the approval and the appreciation of his 
countrymen, is everywhere met by them with 
darkened countenances and gnashing teeth— 
•‘Traitor, apostate, recreant!” 
Ready to 
murder him and ftcl as lie had felt when 
Stephen was put to death 
that they were 
doing God justice. 
Thirty years of such per­ 
secution. Think of the tteadfastuess, the 
constancy, the resolution ; think of the un­ 
shaken firmness and magnificent devotion, 
and tell me if any man here, however brave, 
however lofty—if any man here holds himself 
competent to such a test as that i And here 
he came into the great courts of the holy 
temple itself and desired to do religious< ser­ 
vice there. 
H is countrymen, even in God’s 
holy house, ru-h upon him in the frenzy of 
their rage, and are about to commit murder 
even in tbe courts of God’s house, and he is 
only saved from their bloody hands by s Ro­ 
man guard, who rn.-hes into the inclosure of 
the temple. 
For thirty years that is the kind 
of a reception he meets with at the hands of 
his countrymen ; that is the kind of treat­ 
ment he receives at the hands of his country­ 
men ! 
Not only in Judea, but in Damascus, 
where bis conversion was first known, they 
lie in wait for him to put him to death. They 
guard the gates well, and he is let down over 
the wall and makes his escape. 
He is a 
scholar, he has all the fine sensibilities of a 
gentleman, he has all the exquisite apprecia­ 
tion of culture; there are no traces in the 
whole record of biography or history which 
betoken a man of a more perfect, a more sen­ 
sitive and a more exquisite organization than 
this man. 
He was in some way a poet, and 
an orator, aud a gentleman, with a touch of 
the woman and the child in his organization. 
And now he comes in his many wanderings 
to Athens, that metropolis of the student, 
that capital of the scholar, to which every 
cultured man and woman has made a pilgrim­ 
age—that ancient seat of literature and art, 
the traces of which we now regard with un­ 
covered head and reverential awe. 
Its every 
street and thoroughfare was dedicated by the 
beauties 
of 
architecture, 
of 
sculpture 
and of painting. 
It was 
there 
where 
Zeno walked and talked; it was there 
that Aristotle was wont to hold high dis­ 
course with his students ; it was the home of 
Epicurus and Plato ; it was there that De­ 
mosthenes and all the great orators of old 
stood and addressed the fierce Democracy. 
He, greatest of them all, comes to Athens, 
and you see him surrounded by these exquis­ 
itely moulded men of whom I have spoken, 
whose business was to hear and tell some­ 
thing n e w ; and they see this diminutive 
Asiatic stranger, who does not speak faultless 
Greek, and doubtless the imperfection in his 
accent as in his idiom awakens their interest 
the more. 
They see this Asiatic stranger, 
nevertheless, who gives token of his great 
powers, and they would fain hear what he 
has to say, for he seems to be a setter forth of 
strange doctrines, and so he stands in the 
midst of Mars’ Hill, and delivers in that 
great presence what I think stands without a 
peer in the history of the world’s eloquence— 
the most magnificent oration that ever stirred 
the atmosphere of Athens. 
And do you see 
them—how they are thrilled by tbe power of 
hi* eloquence, how they are affected by the 
magic ol his presence ? Their admiration is 
deepening, when suddenly he comes to that 
which is to him the very centering pivot of 
all life, and you see their expression of 
haughty pride, of contempt, of conventional 
disdain. 
“ W hat! W e supposed he was a 
man of genios, a philosopher, a student, a 
scholar, and he comes to us and talks to as, 
men of science, philosophers, who have 
weighed the world in the scales ; comes here 
to Athens, the metropolis of scholarship, and 
talks to us about the resurrection of some­ 
body from the dead, as if we did not know 
the laws of nature—the utter impossibility of 


such a thing! 
The fellow is a babbler.” 
And so they say with an expression of 
irony and contempt, “ W e supposed he 
was a genius, 
and 
he 
appears to be 
a 
babbler; 
why 
the 
fellow 
is 
a 
fool!” There is many a high-bred man, a 
scbriar, poet, orator, gentleman, who can 
confront a mob, who can stand unmoved at 
the 
hootings 
and 
j-erings 
of 
a 
vul­ 
gar 
popu.aie; 
hut let 
him 
go 
into 
cnmuüoy of refiiei ni d elrgrnt men and 
women—to ir v ■ oe* are oat hired high, there 
18 ut> jeeim s, hut tney kuow now to aim the 
prisoned arrows n.il to th.ow the poisoned 
darts. 
A sneer, a curl "f the lip, a derisive 
expression ol countenance, a play on the 
voice—that *¡11 affect a man of sensitive or­ 
ganization aud rennemeut i&r more thau the 
yelling and shouting of a mob. 
And that 
was his a centance and recognition at the 
bands of the scholar*, the gentlemen, and of 
the cultured clas*es of the civilized world, 
represented by the Atbtniaus. 
1 have told you that he was a Roman citi­ 
zen, and that the immunity and franchise of 
the Empire was his birthright, and yet again 
and again the magistrates of Rome unjustly 
and illegally sent him to dungeons ; meanly 
and bohely betrayed him to the mob ; not 
or ly is he stoned by the mob, but he is beaten 
with Roman rods, net one of which should 
have been laid up m hi* back except after a 
legal trial. 
A nd cow we witness a memora­ 
ble so >ne. 
A fter two year* lj ing in tire dank 
and noisome dungeon you see him, pale and, 
wan brought forth chained to a Roman soldier; 
you see him standing a t t he b a r; and there 
upon the royal seat, is the King, and there is 
B* nice, and there is Featu.*; and you can 
«se this Rom an ruler regarding with very 
keen interest and searching -crutiay this wan 
ami attenuated figure,so paic and weak, stand­ 
ing at the bar and arraigned as a criminal. 
And when he is told th at he can spunk fur 
himself he stretches forth hi* hand and pro­ 
ceeds to deliver oue of the most extraordinary 
argument* ever addressed to a C ourt of jus­ 
tice. 
Aud you can imagine the Roman E m ­ 
peror, “ I never heard such oratory, such 
pow er; I never saw such genius; lie ¡v R i­ 
man citizen—he c.mld have attained the very 
highest honor* of the State, and yet, Irere he 
is so low, so degraded, and in the garb of a 
ppasunt.” An t when he comes at hast to 
stale tire tru th of which he was charged, you 
see the expression changed from admiration 
to contemptuous pi'y, and Festus says: 
“ I’.iui, thcufert be-lde thy* f ; much learn­ 
ing dntii make thee mad ! ” T his Í3 the judg­ 
m ent of the aristocratic and ruling classes of 
the world. 
And -o thi* man from th at memorable fall 
in the Syrian desert, ami from th a t memora- 
ide baptism in the city of Damascus, has 
thirty years of such iife as this—of journey­ 
ing and perils, perils in the city, peri It* in the 
■¡vddemea*, perils among false brethren, ¡leriis 
among robbers, perils among his own coun­ 
trym en, all manner of perils, and suffering 
from hunger, cold and nakedness. 
Tell me 
w hat is the explanation of thi* man’s con­ 
duct? Do you tell me it is the product of 
disease? 
\V hat? Such letter* as he has 
written, su -h discourses as he has preached, 
such suffering endured, such constancy, sueti 
tenderness, sweetness and firmness—do you 
tell me th at it is catalepsy or epilepsy—that 
it is the result of a sunstroke? Do you tell 
me th at it is im posture ? 
Did ever a quack 
enter upon such a career as th at ? Quacks 
may surrender the good opinion of the better 
part of mankind, but it is to gain money, to 
gain influence. Demagogues m ay compromise 
the good opinions of the bei.ter classes, but it 
is to secure the support of the vulgar. 
This 
man seeks no more the support of the vulgar 
than the aristocracy. 
He i* intent on help­ 
ing the aristocratic and the vulgar alike. He 
is only bent upon helping and serving his fel­ 
low men. 
No, there is not a man, who de­ 
serves the name of a man, who for a moment 
c >uld entertain the thought that there i* the 
slightest touch of the charlatan or quackery 
in this man's composition. 
The theory has 
fallen to the ground. 
W hat then ? 
You see him now at last, after all the ad­ 
ventures, and r>eiils, and vicissitudes of his 
extraordinary career—you see him there at 
Rome. 
He is in the prison, which is on the 
¡on er floor of the golden house iu which Nero 
is holding frightful bestial orgy in tiie upper 
gilded chambers. 
There the fiddle-playing 
monarch holds saturnalia with his slaves ; .anil 
there, looking through the grated window, 
you see in the prison an old man. 
His hair 
is grav. 
It ha* fallen down upon his bended 
shoulders, 
llis brow is pallid and wrinkled, 
aud his cheeks sunken. 
lie i* sitting by the 
window, the Pretori m guard is near at hand ; 
he is kept a close prisoner. 
And he holds a 
scroll near his eye, and with his stylus he is 
tracing certain characters on the page. 
I 
will look over the old man’s shoulder and 
read 
to 
you what he is writing. 
He 
is writing to 
his son as he 
call* him, 
bis 
beloved 
Timothy, 
who 
is 
at 
Ephesus. 
He is forsaken by all except his 
devoted friend Luke. 
He is writing to Tim­ 
othy, and I will now read what he has writ­ 
ten : “ For I am now ready tolie offered, and 
the time of 
my departure is 
at hand.” 
Why, old man, what do you mean by this? 
Is Nero ab.rnt to give an imperial order, and 
is that handcuff to he stricken from your 
wrist ? 
Is the dungeon door to be opened and 
are you to be restored to liberty j 
I* that 
what you mean ? 
“ The time of your de­ 
parture is at hand?’ 
No, no! 
He knows 
full well that, the day is not far off when from 
llis foul lip* in the golden chambers above the 
ma,-.ter of the world shall give ¡he imperial 
order, and the Centurion, with his hundred 
men, shall come to the dungeon door ami the 
Fretorian guard sh ill let the prisoner go forth, 
and the company shall open their ranks and 
form a hollow square around him, and shall 
start upon their march through the city. And 
you can imagine some tienatnr rolling in his 
chariot through a broad avenue of Rome, 
conning a great speech which he has to de­ 
liver upon some great event in the world’s 
history—a speech which is to make him im­ 
mortal, which is to thrill the Conscript Fath­ 
ers, and gain him fame and perhaps a prov­ 
ince—anil as he rolls along, thinking of his 
speech, he sees a little military procession 
with a condemned man in the center of it, 
and he looks with interest to see who it is. 
“ Oh, I see,” he says; “ he is going to his 
fate well-deserved. 
To death with him ! 
What superstition ! 
The misanthrope of 
Athens 1” 
And so he rolls along aud c o d s his 
speech, and thrills the Senate. 
And you can 
imagine a Roman damsel, in one of the upper 
stories of her father’s princely mansion, 
looking through the lattice and seeing a poor 
fellow going to this death. 
And all tbe ten­ 
der sensibilities of the young girl’s heart are 
aroused. 
“ I wonder what Nero has con­ 
demned the poor fellow to death for? Oh, I 
see ; what superstition, the misanthrope, the 
enemy of his kind.” And she turns away 
and says, “ He deserves death!” And the 
hooting mob of the vulgar populace of Rome 
lift their cries and shouts against the con­ 
demned man. 
The company moves out from 
the city, and not far from the margin of^the 
Tiber the Captain commands a halt. 
They 
turn their faces inward ; the prisoner is hid 
to kneel, the ex-cutioner stands with his 
stalwart arm uplifted, and the flashing steel 
is in his hand ; the blade falls, and the head 
of the aged prisoner rolls upon the sand, and 
his blood consecrates the soil of Europe. 
That is what he means when he writes that 
the time of his departure is at hand : that is 
what he means when he writes that he is 
ready to l>e offered. 
Now, old man, on behalf of these people 
here, 1 ask you what have you to say of those 
thirty year* since your memorable overthrow 
on the Syrian desert. 
And never was there 
a more impressive resume, never a more mar­ 
velous epitome—“ I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept the 
faith. 
He came to me in a splendor that 
outshone the brightness of the midday sun ; 
he flashed his light upon me and spake to me 
in my Hebrew speech ; he called me by name, 
and whqn I asked him who he was, he told 
me that he was Jesus ; that he was not lying 
iu the desert; that His disciples had not 
stolen Him away ; that He was not an im­ 
poster ; that the Galileau peasant, that the 
carpenter 
of Na/.ereth was, indeed, 
the 
Messiah of God, and that He had appeared 
unto me to make me a minister and a witness 
of this revelation and of the things in which 
He should appear unto me, and I have kept 
the faith that I plighted Him in my holy vow 
of baptism ; I gave myself to Him, and 
through tbeee thirty years I have given my­ 
self to Him for His glory, and God forbid 
that I should glory save in the cross of onr 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 
I ask you. Whence comes this man’s char­ 
acter ? If this man is not an imposter, if he 
has not had a sunstroke, it is a matter of 
very deep interest to you and me. 
J esue of 
Nazareth then is Lord of earth and heaven ; 
H is is the one name known among men 
whereby you and I may be saved, if this 
man’s conversion is genuine—if this character 
of his is genuine. 
If all that he says is true, 
then his conversion is an indisputable proof ; 
it is not evidence, it is incontestable proof and 
unanswerable argument that Jesus of Nazer- 
eth is Lord of earth and heaven. 
It is proof 
of His humanity, of His divinity, and of His 
Messiahship ; it is proof of the genuineness of 
our holy bcriptures ; it is proof to you and I 
that there íb just one means by which you 
and I may be saved, and that is through the 
cross of Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Yes, that 
dim eye in the Roman dungeon is looking 
forward—it seems to brighten as it catches 


the heavenly splendor—the splendor which so 
overpowered him under the Syrian sky that he 
was blinded; but now he is become accus­ 
tomed to it, and tbe dim eye of tbe old disci­ 
ple flashes. 
“ Henceforth,” he says, “ hence­ 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Irerd, the righteous 
Judge, shall give ute at that day; and not 
unto me only, bu* unto ell them also that 
love his appear, ug. 
la c croan of 1 i„h Lc.Ud- 
ness—-it was Ilia’, which su'tairred 1 1m ; ‘hnt 
was the secret of hi* untiring encrgv 
Wheu 
you cousiuer tne sublimity of this man’s 
character, his constancy and genius and his 
rlorioOs elcqner.ce, which has stirred men’s 
blood these 1,800 year.*, and wiil stir it as 
long as the ages go on ; wheu you consider all 
this—and when y,.u consider how he sur­ 
rendered and gave up all that you and I are 
accustomed to bolu must near, for an object 
which seems to u* ideal at best, then, then, 
oh children of the dust, men and breth­ 
ren ol tears and sorrow and sin, what 
manner 
of 
men 
are 
we, 
and 
what 
manner of life are we living’ 
Paltry, 
insignificant 1 
What are your highest aims ; 
what are your best conceived ¡dans, your 
greatest riches, compared with this? A char­ 
acter that challenges the admiration even 
of his enemies; that extorts applause even 
from his remorseless critics ; » character that 
wins men’s love and holds it t* him wirh ties 
stronger than iinics of steel. 
What **>re the 
thirty years of his s. !f renunciation com­ 
pared with eternity? Forever young, forever 
bright, lr* stands upon the other . i le of this 
narrow fl rod which separates n* from eter­ 
nity. 
Ob, meu and brethren, let the example 
of thi* lofty K| irit, let tne firmness, the 
sweetness, aud the purity of hi* character in­ 
sidie you and me. 
He lends in to cue higher 
thah himself-—Jesus of Nazareth, the man of 
sorrow, the crucified, the Lamb of God, 
whose blood was shed for me and you, the 
master of life—be stands there beck-ning to 
you and me. 
Will you give him the trihute 
of your K arts, will you dedicate to him ad 
you have? He gives y-.u the Universe, in 
that lie gives you himself. 
To Him be glory 
throughout all ages, w.-rld without end. 
Amen.

T rE 
CRIME. 


The evidence is accumulating steadily in 
the Morey case, and it is clear that the 
fabricators of the forgery will be made to 
regret their “ smartness ” before the inves­ 
tigation is closed.

the manipulations directly upon the Dem- 
cratic National Committee.

PROVISION 
FOR 
EX-PRESIDENTS. 


A movement has been set on foot to raise 
a fund of §*250,000 or §300,000 wherewith 
to furnish an income of some §12,500 to 
the oldest living ex-President. 
It is stated 
that there would be no difficulty in raising 
the whole amonnt among a few wealthy 
men, but that it is considered best to let 
the people generally contribute to it. 
It 
is no doubt desirable that the men who 
have been raised to the highest position in 
the gift of the American people should be 
protected against destitution in their de­ 
clining years, but it is by no means so 
certain that the method proposed is the 
most fitting. 
It may seem to many that if 
anything of this kind is done it ought to be 
undertaken by the nation in its official 
character; 
that is to say*, through the 
medium of a Constitutional Amendment, 
or by Congress. 
Certainly if the people 
desire to provide for ex-Presidents they 
should proceed about it in an open, digni­ 
fied and business-like way, in preference to 
taking a method which looks too much like 
passiDg round the hat. 


THE 
PHILOSOPHY OF THE FORGED LET­ 
TER INCIDENT. 


It is perforce adm itted now that the so- 
called M orey letter forgery did exercise a 
marked influence upon the Presidential 
election. 
It is asserted, aud with consid­ 
erable plausibility, that it so far changed 
opinion in this State as to give the major­ 
ity of its electoral vote to General Han­ 
cock. 
And common experience testifies to 
the prevalence of a belief in the genuine­ 
ness of the letter notwithstanding all the 
evidence against it. 
Iu the light of these 
facts it becomes expedient to inquire care 
fully into the causes and reasons of this 
popular credulity. 
It is not sufficient to 
get rid of the question by postulating popu­ 
lar stupidity. 
W hat is most to be desired 
is that similar errors should be excluded in 
the future, and before we can discover how 
this may be effected w e must understand 
how the error which has here occurred 
came to be committed. 
The circumstance 
that the Morey forgery was not at all sub­ 
tle or skillful renders its success the more 
remarkable, for it tends to show that a 
very simple fraud, if it be only put for­ 
ward w ith sufficient hardihood, is capa­ 
ble of effecting the most important polit­ 
ical changes. 
Of course the demonstratiou 
of sueh a fact must be attended with con­ 
siderable danger; the danger, wc mean, 
tl-.at the success of such frauds will cause 
them to be resorted to habitually. 
But 
this, together with all the perils which 
spring from defective education, must be 
faced boldly, aud the lesson m ast be eu 
forced that for every political stumbling- 
block of the kind the one available remedy 
is increase of light. 
It is true enough that 
more knowledge docs not guarantee moral 
soundness. 
The most depraved inclina­ 
tions may subsist with the highest cultiva­ 
tion of the intellect. 
Popular education 
cannot extinguish dishonesty in the leaders 
of men, therefore. 
But what it can and 
will do is to protect the masses against the 
coarser and mare apparent deceptions of 
demagogues. 
In the ea6e before us those 
who were persuaded of the genuineness of 
the Morey letter showed themselves to be 
destitute of the capacity of discrimination 
which 
belongs 
to 
intelligent 
judg­ 
ment. 
W hen a letter is put forward as 
having been written by a well-known 
statesman on a topic of public interest, 
and there is controversy as to its genuine­ 
ness, 
it 
becomes 
necessary 
to 
apply 
to the case certain rules of evidence. 
It is 
not, of course, to be expected that every 
man can analyze the case with the ac­ 
umen and method of a trained lawyer, 


but every man ought to be able to apply 
certain oommon-sense considerations to the 
subject. 
For example, it should occur io 
the ordinarily intelligent citizen to in­ 
quire— W hether the sentim ents ascribed 
to the alleged writer of the letter are iu 
harmony with those which he is known 
positively to have expressed at other times 
on the same topic : W hether it is certain 
that any such persou as the letter purports 
to be addressed to, exists, or did exist, at 
the alleged date of the letter : W hether 
(in the present case) it was probable that 
General Garfield, writing to a stranger, 
would have indorsed bis letter “ personal 
and confidential: ” 
W hether the hand­ 
writing 
resembled 
General 
Garfield’s 
acknowledged handwriting : W hether the 
errors of spelling in the letter were likely to 
have been committed by a man of General 
Garfield’s education and epistolary experi­ 
ence : W hether the appearance of the let­ 
ter, so near the end of the campaign, and 
under such peculiar circumstances, was 
not suspicious. 
Such interrogatories as 
these would, or should, 
naturally have 
suggested themselves to persons of very 
ordinary intelligence, 
and who were not 
accustomed to sift evidence scientifically. 
That no such methods of reaching a sound 
judgment could have been resorted to by 
those who adopted the belief that the 
Morey letter was genuine, is, however, 
self-evident. 
They must have accepted it 
despite the swarming evidences of 
its 
spuriousness which surrounded the whole 
case, and the presumption is that they 
were honestly 
convinced of 
its truth. 
Some were very probably influenced by the 
consideration that nobody would venture 
to fabricate a letter of this kind. 
N ot a 
few were probably deceived by the bold 
stroke of the Democratic National Com­ 
m ittee in causing the forgery to be en­ 
graved and spread broadcast over the 
country. 
It is impossible that aDy of 
them should have reasoned about the m at­ 
ter, because whoever once began to reason 
about it must have ended by becoming 
persuaded that the thing was a forgery. 


Of couree this does not affect the results 
or their bearings. 
The fact remains that 
a Presidential election was very nearly 
carried by a forged letter, and this not­ 
withstanding popular experience of cam­ 
paign devices. 
Evidently if the govern­ 
m e n t of the country can be made to depend 
npon such tricks, there never can be any 
security. 
In sueh a case argument and 
principle and reason must be thrust into 
the background, and political jugglery of 
the coarsest kind will take the ascendant. 
But this is not a tenable view, since it 
involves the degradation of our civilization 
and the supremacy of our inferior ele­ 
ments. 
The truth is that the peculiarly 
close nature of the late contest brought 
into special prominence those elements 
which in an ordinary case would have 
remained in obscurity. 
A great deal was 
made to devolve upon the least intelligent 
classes, and they acted as they might have 
been expected to act, that is to say, they 
delivered them selves up an easy prey to 
demagogues. 
They 
were incapable of 
reasoning, and therefore they did cot 
reason. 
But they were not incapable of 
absorbing prejudice, and therefore they 
accepted the story of the forged letter 
with 
simple 
credulity, 
and 
forthwith 
resolved to vote against General Garfield. 
Is there in this credulity anything aston­ 
ishing? 
Must we expect that politics is 
the only field in which gullibility has no 
existence ? 
Thackeray has said somewhere 
that society is composed of pigeons and 
hawks ; that some men were bom to be 
plucked and plundered, and that they c sd 
by no means be rescued from their des­ 
tiny. 
And do we not see the demonstra­ 
tion of this philosophy around us every 
day ? 
W ho are the simple b o u I s whose 
perennial and exhaustless folly supports 
all the quackeries of the world? 
W ho 
are the patrons of the fortune-tellers, of 
the clairvoyants, of the Madame Rachels, 
of the myriad charlatans who derive profit 
from stupidity and sensuality and the 
diseases of vice and the cowardice of con­ 
scious guilt and the blindness of vanity 
and the heat of sexual passion ? Day unto 


day uttereth knowledge, but not for these. 
W ith 
monotonous 
iteration 
the 
old 
tricks and swindles are exposed, one after 
another, but to no purpose. 
There is no 
mouse but will enter the trap when it 
smells the toasted cheose, 
There is no 
trap too old fashioned to catch mice with. 
The coarse rogueries of a hundred years 
ago still suffice to fleece the yokels of to­ 
day. 
The ancient and hoary “ strap-, 
gam e” has its victims sempiternally, though 
it be explained by an officious press three 
hundred and sixty-five days iu the year. 
The growth ot human folly in fact appears 
to the casual observer to proceed step for 
step with the growth of human intelligence, 
and the task of clearing away the thorny 
waste of national ignorance aud perversity 
may well seem an hopeless one to those 
who do not look beneath the surface. 


But for all this ignorance and stupidity, 
for all this healioDg folly which runs with 
shut eyes into the toils on every side, 
there is but one cure. 
Enlightenment, 
however painful and tediouF, must be the 
remedy. 
There is no other to be had or to 
be thought of. 
Of old the prevalence of 
ignorance was taken advantage of by the 
intell’gent minority to forlify their own 
supremacy in the -State. 
The masses, 
said they, are steeped in folly and barbar­ 
ism, aud incapable of self-government. They 
must be driven and herded like cattle, and 
we must attend to all their affairs for 
them. 
So long as this theory stood the 
world could not advance. 
The minority, 
having power, necessarily abused it. 
The 
majority, being impotent, necessarily suf­ 
fered. 
It was not until the universality of 
the right to 
knowledge Yvas recognized 
that 
this 
theory 
of 
exclusive 
gov­ 
ernment was overthrown. 
Situated as 
we 
are 
there 
can 
be 
no 
middle 
path. 
Our political system was chosen 
for us by our fathers. 
The power to 
restrict the 
suffrage has passed away. 
There are the masses, possessing equal po­ 
litical authority. 
Upon their intelligent 
exercise of the authority placed in their 
hands, everything m ust depend. 
That 
they will blunder is to be expected. 
That 
occasionally the inferior minds w ill exhibit 
their inferiority, as in this forged letter 
case, is to be expected. That the credulity 
which finds manifestation so abundantly 
in every other phase of life wiil also be ap­ 
parent in politics, is inevitable. 
But if we 
wish to secure ourselves against the dan­ 
gerous ascendency of credulity and lack of 
judgment, if we wish to guarantee the 
country against the possible repetition of 
such a scandal as the Morey letter, we must 
devote ourselves to the one great agency of 
popular education. It is no doubt a menace 
to 
good 
government that people 
who 
are incapable of distinguishing between 
a clumsy forgery and a genuine letter 
should be under any cireuinstances al­ 
most numerous enough 
to 
change the 
result of a I’resideutial election by their 
irrational caprice, but neither deploring 
their folly nor railing at their stupidity 
w ill make them any wiser, or deprive 
them of 
one 
tittle of their dangerous 
power. 
There they are, and they must be 
reckoned with iu every election. 
Aud 
since they cannot be disfranchised it re­ 
mains only to instruct them. 
It is.possiblc 
that even now a great many persons who 
voted for General Hancock under the be­ 
lief that the Morey letter was true, have 
realized tiieir error, and it may safely be 
assumed that all such persons are guaran­ 
teed against 
similar deceptions 
for all 
time to come. 
As to acting upon the men 
who made use of forgery as a political 
weapon, it is useless unless they can be 
made examples of through the criminal 
law. They are the physical consequences of 
political degeneration, just as the worms are 
the result of carnal putrefaction. 
They 
will act after their kind, and where there 
is ignorance and perversity they will play 
upon them 
successfully. 
Remove 
the 
ignorance, 
and 
immediately 
political 
careers would be closed to such men as 
Barnum. 
They, therefore, may very well 
be ignored in analyzing the Morey inci­ 
dent. 
The remedy for popular credulity 
does not consist iu exterminating the char­ 
latans, but in makiDg charlatanism un­ 
profitable. 
You cannot destroy the seeds 
of imposture so long as dupes abound. 
It 
is by the extension of knowledge alone 
that dupes are to be eliminated, and their 
removal entails a double gain upon So­ 


ciety. 


PROIECriVE 
MEASURES. 


It is probable that not less than ten m ill­ 
ion votes were cast at the late Presidential 
election. 
Judging from the increase in the 
popular vote between 1S72 aud 1S70 this is 
a moderate estimate, and iu the latter 
year eight millions and a half were cast. 
Of this great number more than four and 
a half million votes were east for the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket. 
Is it possible to assume 
that intelligence and patriotism were here 
the controlling motives '! Can it be believed 
by any one who recalls the character of the 
late Democratic campaign, its lack cf prin­ 
ciple, its flagrant inconsistencies, its lavish 
use of fraud, its deliberate attacks upon 
the freedom of the franchise, its calumnies 
and its crimes, that between four and five 
millions of American citizens preferred 
that party programme on its merits ? Such 
a conclusion is clearly inadmissible. 
On 
the contrary, nothing can explain the 
strength of the Democratic vote but the 
prevalence of unreasoning docility among 
those who cast it. 
And this unreason­ 
ing 
docility, 
which 
leads 
men 
to 
support 
the 
most 
dangerous 
heresies 
and to approve the most flagrant abuses, 
is a standing danger to the republic. 
Under existing circumstances it is a dan­ 
ger, moreover, which may at any time 
overcome the strenuous opposition of the 
intelligent elements of the voting popula­ 
tion, for the reason that our political ig­ 
norance is constantly and largely recruited 
and reinforced from outside, whereas our 
political intelligence is the slow growth of 
tedious educational processes. Every Presi­ 
dential election brings great accessions of 
strength to the least stable and trustworthy 
class of voters. 
A t such times the most 
energetic measures are taken by partisan 
leaders to procure the naturalization of for­ 
eigners whose only political merit is that 
they will vote a? they are directed, or as 
they are paid to vote. 
The naturalization 
laws are notoriously useless in preventing 
the introduction of ignorant and unfit ele­ 
ments to the voting population. 
The 
Courts in our great- seaport cities admit 
thousands to citizenship who have not the 
remotest conception of the form of gov­ 
ernment under which they are to live. 
It is fortunate if these newcomers are even 
able to speak the language of the country, 


but whether they can or not, they are 
sworn through in crowds, and thenceforth 
become the natural supporters of demagog- 
ism and all that goes with it. 
To such a 
pass has this been carried that there are 
now important cities iu the Uuion which 
for all practical purposes have ceased to be 
American. The American elem ent in them 
is outnumbered, outvoted, or out-cheated. 
The municipal government has fallen into 
the hands of politicians who use the natu­ 
ralized foreign vote for the most flagitious 
purposes. 
In one sueh city the voice of 
reason has been so effectually silenced that 
though it contains the most 
powerful 
and enlightened press in the ccuutry, 
and though it abounds with the best edu­ 
cational machinery, it is impossible even at 
the most critical junctures to overcome 
the organized foreign influence, and it has 
for almost a generation been helpless in the 
hands of its robber rulers. 


The same process is going on in many 
other cities. 
It is already very marked iu 
San Francisoo, where the foreign born 
voters outnumber those of American birth, 
and where all the germs of Tweedism have 
for some time existed. 
Thinking men who 
love their country have been watching the 
tendency of events with increasing anx­ 
iety, and the drift of opinion is more and 
more toward the conclusion that it is neces­ 
sary to modify the naturalization laws for 
the protection of the republic. 
The time 
has long passed when it was an object to 
increase the population by immigration. 
A nation of fifty millions needs no extra­ 
neous assistance. 
Its natural growth will 
tax all 
its educational 
resources, 
and 
considering 
the 
increasing complexity 
of 
our 
Government, 
and 
the 
ever 
growing magnitude of the interests and 
issues which 
have to 
be 
dealt with, 
it will be well if with the entire exclusion 
of all foreign elements of danger, we can 
keep pace with the demands which will be 
made upon Dative sagacity and judgment. 
But to continue in the present corrse is 
madness. 
Every year makes it more 
necessary that the popular vote should be 
swayed by intelligence, but every great 
election impresses upon us more forcibly 
the narrowness of the margin by which 
terrible disasters are avoided. 
The elec­ 
tion of General Garfield is emphatically an 
escape from great evils, hut assuredly it is 
not satisfactory to observe how small the 
popular majority for the Republican can­ 
didate really is. 
T h e amendment of the 
naturalization laws is imperatively 
re­ 
quired therefore. 
The object should no 
longer 
be 
to 
facilitate 
the 
acquisi­ 
tion 
of 
the 
rights 
of 
citizenship, 
but 
to 
bar 
out 
unfit 
applicants 
in the most certain way. 
W e do not 
need to borrow intelligence from abroad. 
W hat we need is to exclude foreign ignor­ 
ance. 
This, however, is but one of the 
protective measures which are called for. 
It would be a great mistake to suppose 
that all would be done when this was 
done. 
The native vote requires far better 
methods of education than it has yet had. 
W hen we have secured the door against 
the influx of alien ignorance it w ill be 
necessary to banish home ignorance as well, 
and to do that the whole system of pub­ 
lic education will have to he remodeled on 
a more practical basis than it now occupies. 
The security of a democracy rests upon 
the intelligence of its citizens, and the in­ 
telligence demanded must be fostered and 
educated. 
The Republican piarty will be 
called upon to deal with these matters, 
but if it refuses they will still have to be 
dealt with. 


THE 
D E3FIS 
BILL. 


W e observe that some of the journals 
published in the southern counties are al­ 
ready intimating an intention to demand 
the repeal of the so-called debris bill, at 
the forthcoming session of the Legislature. 
It is to be hoped, for the interests of the 


entire State, that our contemporaries will 
proceed cautiously and conservatively in 
th¡3 matter, aud that they will at least 
refrain from denunciations for which there 
can be no warrant. 
In the first place the 
tax imposed by this law is a very light one, 
being no more than five cents on the hun­ 
dred dollars. 
To speak of it therefore as 
a “ heavy burden,” is to talk nonsense. It 
is Dot a heavy burden, and it cannot be 
made to appear in that light. 
In the sec­ 
ond place the contention of the opponents 
of the bill, that it is designed to benefit 
one part of the State alone, is untenable. 
The lino of argument employed by those 
who take this position ¡3 iu fact identi­ 
cal with that by which the exploded 
doctrine 
of 
State 
Rights 
has 
always 
been 
supported. 
The 
idea 
that 
the 
State 
is 
not 
an 
entity, 
but 
mere­ 
ly a sort of confederation of independent 
sections, underlies all such talk. 
The 
truth is that 
the 
State 
is 
one 
and 
indivisible, aud that whatever is done to 
benefit a part of it is done for the good of 
the whole. 
Had the position of the oppo­ 
nents of the debris bill been taken a3 the 
basis for the State Government, popular 
education would have been impossible. In 
that case the school fund would not have 
been distributed according to the needs of 
the counties, but according to their several 
contributions to it. 
The result would 
have beeu that the poor and distant coun­ 
ties would have been deprived of educa­ 
tional facilities, which would have been 
monopolized by the wealthier centers of 
population. 
As it is, however, the richer 
sections are taxed for the benefit of the 
poorer ones, and so every citizen is en­ 
abled to enjoy the advantages of the com­ 
mon school system . 
This is the principle 
followed in the debris bill, and it is one 
which the highest views of governmental 
science 
approve. 
The 
idea 
that 
the 
southern counties can derive no 
ben­ 
efit 
from 
the 
works which are being 
constructed under the debris bill is narrow 
and fallacious. 
It is to the intorest of all 
the .State that hydraulic mining should 
proceed, and that the cultivators of the 
valley lands should be protected against its 
consequences. 
The Sacramento valley can­ 
not be guarded and reclaimed without af­ 
fecting the interests of the more distant 
counties. 
W hatever tends to enhance the 
prosperity of one part of the State benefits 
all other parts. 
If the uninterrupted flow 
of mining debris upon the valley lands 
should result in the destruction of Sacra­ 
mento and M arysville, and the ruin of the 
magnificent stretch of country adjacent, 
the injury would assuredly react 
upon 
Los Angeles and all the Southern counties, 
and would check if not permanently repel 
immigration and settlem ent throughout the 
State. 


The bill now in operation is not the 
ideally best, but it proved to be the best 


that could be secured under the circum­ 
stances. 
It was not the will of the State 
that hydraulic mining should be put a stop 
to. 
To have done this would have been 
to destroy an important interest and to 
drive a large capital out of the State. 
It 
certainly could not have been the wish of 
the State that the flow of debris from the 
hydraulic mines should be permitted to 
continue without hindrance, Einoe that 
would have involved the sacrifice of more 
property than the mining region repre­ 
sents. 
N either the miners nor the farmers 
could by them selves undertake the exten­ 
sive works required to handle the debris, 
and therefore it became necessarily a State 
question. 
W hen the State needs any im ­ 
portant and costly internal improvements 
it turns to Congress for aid, ami nobody in 
such cases 
thinks 
it 
hard that tax­ 
payers 
in 
distant 
parts 
of 
the 
Union 
should 
be 
called 
upon 
to 
contribute to these projects. 
There is no 
more reason for objecting to the debris 
bill. 
Every intelligent citizen of Califor­ 
nia ought to be able to perceive that this 
is one of the cases in which State aid is 
indispensable, and that therefore it should 
be given without protest or grudging. 
Especially ought Sau Francisco to support 
the debris bill, for her harbor is dependent 
upon the success of the measures now iu 
progress 
for its ultim ate preservation. 
The press of that city should be foremost 
in defense of the engineering works which 
are now being pushed to completion, aud 
her delegation should 
be Bolid on the 
same position. 
For unless the Sacramento 
river can be protected against the flow of 
debris the San Francisco harbor must 
assuredly succumb to the rapid and de­ 
structive advance of that agency. 
This 
the investigations 
and surveys of the 
engineers have conclusively established, 
and it w ill hardly be contended that 
the ’ salvation of 
the 
harbor of 
San 
Francisco is a strictly local 
question, 
as 
concerns 
the 
rest 
of 
the State. 
The fact is that the debrÍ3 question is as 
emphatically a State issue as the denuda­ 
tion of the .Sierra, and it will have so to be 
regarded. 
The only possible outcome of 
the narrow and shortsighted policy advo­ 
cated by those who oppose the debris bill 
would Lethe successive abandonment of dif­ 
ferent parts of the State to destruction, 
and the consequent piec;meal ruin of the 
whole community. 
If the Sacramento val­ 
ley, Sacramento and Marysville, San Fran­ 
cisco and her harbor, were ruined, the 
southern counties would find that they 
had not lightened the burden of taxation 
by the change, nor would they be able to 
discover any appreciable advance iu the 
prosperity of their own section. 


THE RESULT 
OF 
THE 
ELECTION 
OF 
GRACE. 


It w ill be remembered that the election 
of Grace, Ivelly’s nominee for Mayor of 
New York, was opposed on the ground 
that he was a Roman Catholic, and there­ 
fore could not be trusted w ith the distribu­ 
tion of the school fund. 
The N ew York 
N ation, after the election, comments as 
follows : 
“ Mr. Grace’s election, together 
“ with that of the Democratic Aldermen, 
“ probably makes a Catholic majority in 
“ the Board of Apportionment, which dis- 
“ tributes the school fund. 
That this 
“ will lead to an attem pt to divert a por- 
“ tion of 
it to sectarian schools is, of 
“ course, not certain, but it seems very 
“ probable. 
Mr. Grace, in his letter of 
“ acceptance, praised the common school 
“ sy stem ; 
but 
what 
he 
said 
is 
“ quite 
consistent 
with 
his 
thinking 
"the Catholics ought to have a share 
“ of 
the 
money 
for 
common 
schools 
“ managed in their own way. 
That K elly 
“ thinks so there can be no doubt ; for 
“ Kelly is a pious Catholic, and on the ques- 
“ tion whether Catholics should use public 
“ money, if they can get it, for Catholic 
“ schools, the Chnrch has never in any 
“ country exhibited the slightest wavering. 
“ She has compromised on most other ques- 
“ tions of a politico-reb’gious kind, but 
“ never on this. 
In fact, we are willing to 
“ stake our very slender reputation as the­ 
o lo g ia n s on the assertion that if Mr. 
“ Grace as Mayor has discretion iu the 
“ disposition of the school fund, and fails 
“ to givetheC atholicsa show, he will com- 
“ mit a sin.” 
This, then, is what the 
people of N ew Y ork have to anticipate. 
That the danger is real, the fact that the 
most cautious 
journal in the 
country 
makes such assertions as the above clearly 
indicates. 
The implications of what has 
to be apprehended iu this case arc of course 
not confined to New York, but concern 
the whole country. 
If in ono city of one 
State in the Union the Catholics can insert 
the thin end of the wedge, and secure a 
diversion of part of the public school fund 
to the support of sectarian schools, they 
will assuredly not stop there. 
New York 
in such a case will be used as a fulcrum 
wherewith to move the whole country, 
and everywhere the 
attacks upon the 
school 
system 
will 
be 
redoubled. 
The course of Mr. Grace, therefore, must 
be watched with keen interest and anx­ 
iety. 
It can scarcely be doubted that 
he w ill find the pressure too stroDg io 
be resisted, and that he will attem pt the 
diversion of the school fund, as predicted 
by the Nation, and if he does it is difficult 
to see how the invasion can be resisted 
under the circumstances. 
It would seem 
as though the beginning of a great and 
formidable and far-reaching conflict was 
indicated in the election of this man Grace, 
in fact, and the country w ill do w ell to 
keep its eyes upon a condition of things 
which is by no means a purely local ques­ 
tion, but may, perhaps w e 
should say 
must, be transferred to a broader field be­ 
fore it has progressed far. 


THE 
CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 
SCHEME. 


It has been proposed to found a Chris­ 
tian College, as an offset to the State 
U niversity, the breadth of whose curric­ 
ulum has offended some pious persons. 
There can be no possible objection to the 
founding of a Christian College by those 
who have the means to bestow upon such 
an enterprise, but it ought to be obvious 
that such an institution cannot supply the 
place of the State University, and that it 
can in fact occupy no higher position than 
is held by any one of the strictly sectarian 
colleges which already abound. 
For the 
main purpose of a U niversity must be, 
and certainly ought to be, to encourage 
the pursuit of Truth through Science. 
Now any institution of learning which setB 
ont w ith a fixed formula of theological 
ideas, is to that extent hampered, and its 
purpose ¡8 to that extent thwarted. 
If the 
dogmas of Christianity are, as claimed by 


their followers, absolutely true, it follows 
necessarily that the earnest seekers after 
Truth m ust reach them, and cannot reach 
any other beliefs. To exhibit apprehension 
lest the untrammeled pursuitof Truth should 


lead the student away from the funda 
mental concepts of Christianity, is to cast 
doubt upon 
the 
genuineness 
of 
that 
creed. 
It 
is 
difficult 
to 
understand 
how sincere Christians who are aiso intelli 
gent, can object to a U niversity because 
it does not undertake to adopt such test 
oaths as so long disgraced the English 
Universities. 
The utter futility of all such 
devices to influence the character of the 
student has been too fully demonstrated to 
require further attention. 
The form of 
subscription to articles of faith has very 
certainly made many hypocrites and many 
skeptics 
but never 
an 
intelligent be­ 
liever. 
The true method is that now 
followed at the State U niversity, namely, 
to leave the student free to form bis own 
religious belief. 
The evidences are all 
at his command. 
The fact3, so far as as­ 
certained or ascertainable, are placed be­ 
fore him. 
He is called upon to exercise 
his reason, aud the result of his investiga­ 
tion, whatever it be, is the beBt result 
which could have been attained, because 
it is the product of honest aud dispassion­ 
ate inquiry. 
No other system can super­ 
cede this, and therefore a so called Chris­ 
tian College w ill only be on a level with 
the ordinary denominational institutions 
which are supported by such sectarians as 
are afraid of the consequence of unpreju­ 
diced discussion and research. 


IRELAND. 


The expected collision in Ireland has 
thus far been deferred, but unless the 
present indications are untrustworthy an 
outbreak is liable to occur at any mu.nenf, 
and if it does, of course al! thought of 
remedial legislation will have to be aban­ 
doned until peace is restored. 
W hat the 
Irish people expect to gain by insurrection 
it is impossible to con eive. 
They mnst te 
aware that success in such a policy is 
utterly hopeless. Their leaders must know 
that bloodshed can only produce greater 
wretchedness for the insurgents than ever. 
Every uprising of the kind will be sup­ 
pressed, 
as a 
matter 
of 
course, 
and 
when the tum ult has subsided the English 
Government will find it more difficult than 
before to enlist sym pathy in support of 
land reform. 
The Lsnd 
League 
has 
brought the country to the verge of civil 
war, and beyond that point it cannot pro­ 
ceed, except on the path to destruction. 
The Irish leaders appear to take a very sin­ 
gular view of the situation. 
They con­ 
tinually threaten insurrection in the event 
of this or that move on the part of the 
Government, as if they were incapable 
of 
perceiving 
that 
rebellion 
m ust be 
more 
disastrous 
for 
them selves 
and 
their followers 
than 
for any one else. 
It is not England that has to fear the 
results of an Irish rebellion ; it is Ireland 
herself. 
There can be no doubt about the 
power of the Government to put down any 
rising that can possibly occur, and it is 
impossible to see how any good result to 
the Irish can come from such a policy. 
They are in fact trying to make it im­ 
practicable for a really friendly Govern­ 
ment 
to give them the reforms they 
demand, and this certainly is a very 
astonishing 
position, 
or 
it 
would 
be 
astonishing in any other country than 
Ireland. 
There never wa3 a tim e when 
the disposition to deal fairly by Irish 
grievances was so conspicuous as now. 
The press of England has for once shown 
a desire to discu33 those grievances in a 
dispassionate manner, 
and has at last 
reached the conclusion that they have 
foundation in fact. 
W ith prudent and 
cautious management 
the Land League 
m ight have made important gains in the 
next session of Parliament. 
But it now 
looks as though all 
these 
advantages 
were 
about 
to 
be 
flung 
away, aud 
the 
whole 
situation 
to 
be 
plunged 
into the hopeless bog of anarchy and in­ 
surrection. Such a consummation would a l­ 
most certainly postpone land reform for 
several years, and this positive evil would 
have been purchased at an awful cost of 
life and happiness. 
A s things are drifting, 
however, nothing is less probable than a 
pacific solution, and if once the people be­ 
gin fighting it w ill be impossible to do any­ 
thing with the situation save in the old de­ 
plorable but unavoidable way. 


FRENCH 
POLITICS. 


Another French Cabinet has gone to 
pieces under the strain of the unauthor­ 
ized congregation laws, and once more 
President Grevy is obliged to call upon 
M. Gambetta to form a M inistry, 
The 
defeat of the M inisters was technically 
based on the rejoction of the Education 
bill, but it is w ell understood that the real 
cause of the vote of the Chambers was the 
conflict with the monastic orders. 
The 
Government cannot afford to suspend or 
abandon the measures it has set in mo­ 
tion, however. 
The very fact that some 
of the orders against which the law is 
directed have undertaken to resist its ex­ 
ecution, renders it imperatively necessary 
that the policy should be carried out. The 
question of the supremacy of the State 
over the Church must be settled in every 
country at some time, and no matter what 
complications it give3 rise to it is the part 
of statesmanship to force it to a conclusion. 
If the French Republic is to live it must 
live as a purely secular government, and 
it must be sovereign in its jurisdiction. 
There is no room in any rational system 
of government 
for hierarchical preten­ 
sions, 
and they must be resolutely ex­ 
cluded, or they will bring about the ruin 
of the edifice into which they are adm it­ 
ted. 
W hether the Chamber understood 
clearly what 
it was doing in voting 
down 
the 
Ministerial 
programme 
is 
perhaps somewhat doubtful, but assured­ 
ly it cannot comprehend the interests of 
France if it put3 any obstacles in the way 
of the present governmental policy. 
The 
State has the sole right to the control of 
the education of the people. 
No organiza­ 
tion which payB allegiance to a foreign 
head, which arrogates to itself temporal as 
well as spiritual sovereignty, which sets 
duty to an ecclesiastical government before 
duty to one's country, can be trusted any­ 
where to educate the young. 
A ll ques­ 
tions of religious dogma apart, these con­ 
siderations suffice to demonstrate the ne­ 
cessity for that separation between Church 
and State in matters of education which 
France is now laboring to effect. 
W ith 
free secular schools, amply endowed in 
their scientific departments, the State can 
afford to extend equal and undiscrimin- 
ating countenance and protection to all re­ 


ligious denominations, leaving it to the 
enlightened citizen to follow the bent of 
his own inclination in this respect, and 
taking 
effectual guarantees against the 
premature bia?ÍDg of the rising genera­ 
tion. 
This is the object of the legislation 
which is now causing so much discussion 
in France. 
There appears to he no doubt 
that it has the approval of the great body 
of the people, aud that its opponents 
are generally those who, as Legitim ists, 
would impose upon the nation the yoke of 
hereditary sovereignty, under the obsolete 


pretense of divine right. 
A t least these 
people are consistent, but they certainly 
are neither safe nor popular guides. 


K tL LY 
AND 
TILDEN. 


Kelly is endeavoring to make it appear 
that the defeat of the Democratic party in 


N ew York was caused by the apathy or 
downright hostility of Tilden. 
W e sup­ 
pose it is tolerably certain that the states­ 
man of Gramerey Park was not among 
those who bewailed the result of 
t i e 
Presidential e'eetion. 
In fact he wou d 


hardly have been human had he not in­ 
wardly chuckled at a catastrophe w hich 
enabled him to take the position that all 
this misfortune came of abandoning him 
at Cincinnati.

this point was .55 of an inch. The next storm 
first appeared on the 8:u of November, the 
center following down the Pacific coast from 
northward to the vicinity of Han F.anciEco, 
which place it reached on the 9th, and then 
moved eastward acuss the Htate, giving 
a rainfall of .71 of 
an inch. 
It next 
reache Í the coast from 'he west, with center 
near the north line of Oregon, on the 2d of 
December, and pas-ed in an almost direct 
line to Colorado. 
It produced a rainfall here

On December 7th an­ 
other passed eastward over this Htate with 
the center betw eu Han Francisco and Hum­ 
boldt b a y ; rainfall, .42 of an inch.

The i-torm center of all of these 
first appeared as f.r north as Portland, and 
maintained an easterly direction from their 
initial point on the coast. 
April was noted

ern Pacific coast, the storm carter being 
near Portland, and moving eastward through 
Dreg on and Idaho, and was central in west- 
eru Montaua on the 22d. 
Thus it will he 
seen that the storm centers of all the general 
storms of last season upon the coast passed 
north of Ca ifomia, except two. and one of 
them coasted down from the north until it 
reached the break in the coast range at the 
Golden Gcte, and then 
passed eastward 
through the 
State. 
The storms there­ 
fore which ali ct this State, and especially 
this valley.almost invariably first appear cen­ 
trally iu Oregon or Washington Territory, 
and hence the reports to be of value infore­ 
casting the weather in this valley should 
come from northerly and westerly points. 
Probably many who have not given thought 
to the subject may remark that the above 
observations cannot be correct, as rains gen­ 
erally attend or result from south and south­ 
east winds, which are termed the “ rainy quar­ 
ter.” Thisfact,however, proves the proposition 
which the Signal Corps authorities assert, 
namely, that the current of wind is always 
towards the st..ini center. 
The storm cen­ 
ters nearly always passing to the north of 
us, the prevailing wind for rainy weather 
would be from a southerly direction. 
These 
observations aud fixed laws in regard to 
storms led to the above recommendation in 
reference to change cf telegraphic reports to 
be furnished the station here, and which was 
concurred io by Lieutenant Glassford, the 
luBpeL-ti: g Oifi'-t-r of .he Signal Corps, who 
recently visited this coast.

HOW MAN WAS PROVED A PAUPER. 


A w riter in 44 Frazer’s Magazine,” on 
44 English 
Pauperism,” after explaining 
that the Friendly Societies of England and 
Wales have a membership of 4 500,000 per­ 
sons, relates this experience, which illus­ 
trates some of the characteristics of the 
English lower classes :

4 I should like to know,’ he said, 
44 what the w hatty business the likes of 
you has to find fault with the hke3 of me. 
I ’m a free-born Englishman, aud I'll say 
just what 1 choose.’ 
" 4 4 4 Well, but,’ I rejoined, 4 I’m a free­ 
born Englishman, too, and I’m not bound 
to listen to the ioul ianguago you use, a .d 
i won’t.’ 
4 4 4 Well, if you don’t like my language, 
what business have you here ? 
I don’t see 
what right a gentleman has iu a third- 
class ca¡riage.’ 
44 4 If you come to rights,’ I rejoined, 
4 you’ll allow that if you choose to take a 
first-class ticket jo u would have a right iu 
a first class carriage? 
You wouldn’t stand 
my telling the guard to put you out, would 
y o u ? ’ 
44 4 Certainly not,’ he replied ; 4 I ’d just 
like to see him try .’ 
4 4 4 Then, suiely, if I chooce to spend my 
money in a third-class ticket, I have a right 
in a third-class carriage.’ 
4 4 4 Well, may be so ; but then you must 
take your chance oi the conversation. 
Y ou’re a gentleman, I suppose ; aud I say 
again a gentleman has uo business iu a 
third-class carriage.’ 
“ A hum of applause followed this piece 
of logic. 
4 4 4 My good fellow,’ I said, 4 you have 
no right to call names.’ 
4 4 4 1 didn’t call you no names,’ he re­ 
joined. 
44 4 You did,’ I said ; 4 you called m ea 
gentleman. 
How dared you do it ?’ 
44 4 Well, said lie, quite taken aback, 
4 you’re a parson, 1 suppose ?’ 
44 4 Yes,’ I replied ; 4 but you called me 
a gentlemen. 
W hat do you know about 
me—you, who have never seen me in your 
life before—to have the impudence to call 
me such a name? 
B ut,’ I added, "fair is 
fair. 
You have called me a name th at you 
can show no reason for. 
Now, I will call 
you a name, and give a reason for it. And 
yuur mates shall judge between us. 
And 
if they say I ’m 
wrong, I ’ll beg your 
pardon.’ 
44 "All right, master, th at’s fair enough,’ 
said one or two of his companions, and the 
rest sat watching us with pricked up ears. 
44 4 W ell,’ I continued, 4 my free-born 
Englishman, the name I call you is a 
pauper !’ 
44He jumped up, as if to scramble over 
and strike me, and his comrades began to 
look very furious. 
I jumped up, too, to 
meet him, with a studied alacrity, w hich, 
I rightly judged, would tend to check his 
ardor, and crying out 4 Fair p lay ; I’m 
coming over to prove niy words,’ 1 sprang 
across into the one vacant seat of the par­ 
tition, among them all, and faced my op­ 
ponent. 
44 "My lad,’ I said to the man on my 
right, 'are you in a club?’ 
44 ‘Yes,’ he said, "the Foresters.’ 
4 4 4 Are you ?’ 1 went on, to the man on 
my left. 
" ' Y e a ; I’m in xthe Amalgamated En­ 
gineers.’ 
44 "And you,’ I asked a third, 4 w hatclub 
are you in ?’ 
44 'T he H and-in-Hand.’ 
44 The fourth and fifth were Odd Fellows, 
and so on. 
As I happened to have heard 
and noted their conversation when they 
entered the carriage, and had gathered that 
they were all about to make payments to 
their clubs, except my rhetorical friend, 
who had mentioned having dropped off 
from liis club two years before, I came to 
him last. 
4 4 4 W hat club are you in ?’ I asked. 
“ 4 I’m not in any,’ he replied. 
4 4 4 1 suppose yon’ve got some pounds in 
the bank ?’ ” 
44 The rest laughed, for they had hrard 
(as I had heard) him asking to borrow from 
two or three of his compauions. 
41 "Not I ,’ he answered grulHy ; 4 I’ve 
enough to do with all I earns.’ 
44 4 And if you break your leg as you get 
out of the train to-day,’ I asked, 4 where 
shall you be in a week's time ?’ 
44 He hesitated. 
4 4 4 Come, my lads,’ I said, 4 where will 
he be ?’ 
4,4 In the workhouse, of course,’ they 
answered. 
44 4 Then, am I right or wrong ?’ I re­ 
joined ; 4 is he a pauper or not ? 
You are 
all providing yourselves against sickness, 
and you are independent; but he—he is 
depending on the rates, upon me and upon 
you, and he is a pauper, nothing more nor 
less. 
Need I beg his pardon for calling him 
by a wrong name ?’ 
44 They agreed, as I knew they would, 
that I was justified in my epithet, and the 
little encounter gave me an opportunity of 
a very pleasant conversation with these 
worthy fellows. 
They clustered round me 
like bees, and began to question me very 
busily and anxiously about their insur­ 
ances. 
44 "Sir,1 said one poor fellow, as he shook 
my hand, 4 I ’m sure we’re all thankful that 
it was a gentleman in our third-class car­ 
riage that wasn’t ashamed to talk to us 
poor fellows for our good ; and you’ve told 
us a lot to make us think ab o u t; and God 
knows none of us wants to be a pauper.’ ’’ 


THE 
DEAD 
LETTER 
OFFICE. 


The forthcoming report of the Third As­ 
sistant Postmaster-General will show that 
3,353,051 letters and packages were re­ 
ceived at the Dead L etter Office during the 
fiscal year ended June 30th, of which, in 
round numbers 2,700,000 were sent thither 
from 
the local postoffices because un­ 
claimed, 200,000 were held for postage, 
202.000 were misdirected, 300,000 bore fic­ 
titious addresses, and over 9,000 were not 
a Idressed at all. The receipts at the Dead 
Letter Office aUo included about 50,000 
letters returned from hotels, the persons 
addressed having left for other places ; and 
94.000 letters and packages returned from 
foreign countries. 
The great mass of the 
total number of letters and packages con­ 
tained nothing of value, and over 2,000,000 
of this description were destroyed, the 
senders not being found. 
Of the rem ain­ 
der, 21,974 contained drafts, checks, notes, 
etc., of the face value of $1,526,217, and 
26,964 contained 
money amounting to 
$49,438. 
Most of the property has been 
returned to the owners. 
A small amount, 
however, is still in the custody of the De­ 
partment. 
Some 806,000 
letters were 
opened and returned to the writers, and 
364.000 were returned w ithout opening, in 
consequence of the names or addresses of 
the Benders appearing on the envelopes. A 
curious fact, developed by a comparison of 
these figures with the similar statistics of 
former years, is that the percentage of un­ 
directed, misdireeted and unstamped le t­ 
ters are almost exactly the same each 
year, these evidences of carelessness or ig­ 
norance keeping qnite even pace with the 
annually increasing 
amount of general 
postal business.

CYPRUS.

The Greek ladies are more intelli­ 
gent than the men, and their handiwork in 
lace-making, in cotton-spinning,

steam and the modern improvements. The 
Turkish ladies are iuftrior to the Greeks, 
indolent and uneducated, but a cross be­ 
tween the Arab aud Turk is extremely in­ 
telligent aud witty. 
The Greek women 
have a French eye lor colors ; “ my Greek 
maid wore a blue cashmere skirt, a fine 
black velvet jacket opened in front, with 
loose sleeves gold-embroidered, and under 
it a white silk chemise—a sort of a gauze 
with a heavy stripe and trimmed with 
white lace, cut low in the neck, aud set off 
with considerable jewelry," for a Greek 
woman dresses to be seen, while if a T urk­ 
ish woman allows her veil to fall and shows 
herself,her husband is entitled to a divorce. 
The Turkish married women wear no jew ­ 
elry ; only young ladies wear it, aud they 
marry often at fifteen 3'ears of age. 
Greek 
women walk out freely in the evening and 
often with masculine escorts, but Turkish 
women are never seen in public with a 
man, ncr after sundown. 
Though the 
Greek women often talk very agreeably, 
and are extremely polished in manners, 
they cannot write their own names, and 
are unable to read a lino. 
They are plenty 
of children in Cyprus, and they are treated 
as if they were dogs. 
Even when belong­ 
ing to good families, their hair is often 
matted, their bodies are dirty, and beaten 
in a frightful manner by the parents. 
Y'ut 
every father thinks it his duty to provide 
a house and garden for each of his children 
—especially for a daughter—-and parents 
frequently relinquish their own home to a 
daughter who is about to be married. 


RELATIVE WEALTH AND INDEBTEDNESS 
OF 
STATES. 


In 1842 the W estern States were in debt 
$59,931,553; the Southern States §73,340,­ 
017, and the Middle States $73,348,072. 
Iu 1852, the first reliable report of the val­ 
uation of property, the Southern States ex­ 
ceeded in wealth the Middle States by 
$S96,169 366, and the W estern States by 
§1,609,759,683. 
To-day the debts of the 
two latter sections are $45,672,575 and 
$30,565,3C0 respectively; while the South, 
hefore repudiation, owed $273,205,185, and 
to-day recognizes $113,967,243 debt. 
The 
valuation ot property in the Middle States 
has increase since 1852 from $1,593,256,934 
to $5,516,699,137 ; of the W estern States 
from $S79,666,617 to $5,518,681,307 ; while 
the Southern States, partly owing to the 
removal of slaves from the personal prop­ 
erty column from the Auditoria books— 
which has in no wise impoverished the 
States—and partly due to a general under­ 
valuation of property, has decreased from 
$4,861,970,635 in IStíO to $2,226,144,381 in 
1SS0. 
The poverty of the South is more 
assumed than real. 
The newspapers in 
th at section are constantly filled with in­ 
teresting facts about the manufacturing and 
agricultural interests of Virginia, the un­ 
developed gold-fields of North Carolina and 
Georgia, the industrial outlook and phos­ 
phate interests of South Carolina, the cot­ 
ton factories of Georgia, the tobacco and 
sheep interests of Tennessee, the orange 
orchards of Florida, the iron and coal-fields 
of Alabama, the oil and cotton products 
of Mississippi, the Eugar-cane industries of 
Louisiana, or the wonderful increase in the 
yield of cotton and agricultural products of 
Texas and Arkansas. 
In the Auditors’ re­ 
ports and Governors’ messages one sees the 
old refrain of poverty, high taxes and bad 
government.

F ifth -That Hart, publisher of Truth, brought 
the original letter to the headquarters, No. 138 
Fifth avenue, on the afternoon of the 20th of Octo­ 
ber, where it was seen for the first time by any 
member of the committee, and was then examine 1 
by several members of the committee and other 
}«craona not members. All those who were familiar 
with the handwriting of General Garfield came to 
the conclusion that the letter was genuine. 
Sixth- The committee decided to purchase a 
reasonable number of electrotype plates of the 
fac-simiíe, which had already been prepared by 
Truth. 
Seventh—That no denial having come from Gen­ 
eral Garfield of the authenticity of the letter, not­ 
withstanding the telegraphic demand of the New 
York Herald and a very sharp leader in that paper, 
the committee decided to give out the electrotype 
plates, which was accordingly done.

tion in Truth, an I to this denial, unsupported by 
any other evidence, the committee, in view of Gen­ 
eral Garfield’s connection with other scandals, at­ 
tached no weight. 
Ninth—That therefore, when evidence was offered 
to show that Morey was a real persou and not a 
myth, the committee called for its production, as 
they were bound to do, in order to arrive at the 
tru h. 
Tenth—That if the letter has been forged, or any 
fraud committed iu reference thereto, or any false 
evident-j b.-cn given, it has been done without the 
knowledge, consent or privilege of the committee, 
or any member thereof. 
Finally, the committee approves of ail honest 
measures to punish any and all persons who have 
committed any v olation of the law. and have no in 
tertsi in thi9 matter but to arrive at the very truth 
of the affair. That there should be a doubt as to 
the authenticity of the letter is large:y due to the 
failure of the prosecution to put General Garfield 
on the stand.

Upon the subject of military education the 
General says: “ I do not think the im­ 
portance of the early and partial intrr duc- 
1 ion of the youth of the country to military 
studies and habits can be overestimated. The 
course of instruction doesnot interfere with the 
scholastic curriculum, nor prevent them from 
entering any of the pathways of lifefor which 
they aro preparing themselves. It, however, 
leans them to affiliate in after-life with the 
militia of their respective States, and en­ 
hancing their value as members of such 
organizations will increase measurably the 
capacity of the States’ National Guards to 
furnish trained officers to the country in its 
hour of need.”

— General 
Schofield, in his West Point report, diecusses 
the Whittaker case, declaring that it was a 
fraud, and holding that the colored man, 
after a century of slavery, cannot expect to 
equal the intelligence and ability of a white 
man, whose education is one of many years. 
He regards the negroes as unjustifiably 
suspicious. The blacks have not yet reached 
that point in civilization when its first ap­ 
prehended human nature may be governed 
by motives other than love, hatred or fear. 
In their zeal and sincere desire to carry out 
the policy of the Government, the authorities 
of the Military* Academy have heretofore 
gone too far in enforcing personal associa­ 
tions between white and black cadets, 
without regard to prejudice, especially 
at the mess-table, - The Military Academy 
cannot, without utterly destroying its useful­ 
ness, be made a nursery for delicate, hot­ 
house {plants. It is used to develop the 
fiber of those of more sturdy growth, and 
reject all that do not possess the requisite 
standing. Unless the African race is natu­ 
rally superior to the Caucasian, and slavery 
a better school for race development than 
freedom, it cannot be hoped that many col­ 
ored boys will succeed where two-thirds of 
all the white boys now selected habitually 
fail. General Schofield does not recommend 
the retirement of colored officers in the army 
in all its grades, but advises more care in ap­ 
pointment, for most of the colored men ap­ 
pointed cannot nearly pass examination.

The Irish Trouble. 
D ublin, November 12th.—All the laborers 
of the relief expedition are tenant farmers, 
or sons of tenant farmers.

The Orangemen have expressed a 
willingness to stay at Ballinrnde after the 
crops have been cut and work for Boycott. 
Cork, November 12th.—The meeting con­ 
vened by the Mayor of this city has opened 
subscription lists for Parnell’s defense. 
D ublin, November 12th.—The Orangemen 
composing the Boycott relief expedition were 
hooted at nearly the whole way from Clare- 
morris to Ballinrobe. They took up quar­ 
ters in the barracks for the night. The bar­ 
racks were guarded by troops. The expedi­ 
tion starts from Boycott’s farm at noon to­ 
day, guarded by 150 infantry and a squadron 
of huzzirs. One hundred infantry and a 
squadron of cavalry encamped last night near 
Boycott’s house. Boycott has announced his 
intention of quitting Ireland. There was a 
considerable lull in the excitement in Ballin­ 
robe to-day. During the night 200 more 
troops arrived. 
D ublin, November 12th.—Before the start 
at noon crowds of people were in front of the 
gate, groaning and hooting. The uproar in 
the principal streets was tremendous. 
The steward of Colonel Cooper, of Dunbo- 
den, Mr. Mullinger, of County Westmeath, 
was shot and wounded in two places by an 
unknown youth.

Rome special says : It is well known in Vat­ 
ican circles that the Pope is much embar­ 
rassed about Irish affairs. He fully under­ 
stands that it is not a question between 
Catholics and Protestants, but between the 
friends of order and anarchy. He openly 
disapproves an agrarian government, and sin­ 
cerely desires to assist the English Govern­ 
ment if possible. He is well aware that he 
is only hearing one side of the case, and feels 
that were he to break sileBce he might, in 
seeking good, produce a contrary result, 
through his imperfect knowledge of affairs.

L ondon, November 12th.—The Times says:

Npecle Tor America. 
L ondon, November 12:h.—About 8100,000 
in specie will be shipped to-morrow for 
America. 
Another Colliery Blsnsler—F*i iglilfiil Loss 
of Lire. 
H alifax, November 12th.—About 0:30 
this morning an explosion of gas occurred on 
the south side of the F'ord pit, at St. Ellar- 
ton. All the miners were at work iu differ­ 
ent borders. The explosion was so terrible as 
to sweep across to the other side of the pit, 
killing all the mtn and horses within reach. 
Almost all the men at the north side will be 
saved, while all at work on the south side 
have heen lost. At least 60 are missing. 
Five men have been brought up, and are 
likely to recover. Probably 40 are shut up 
within the fallen coal in the south side. The 
accident was presumably cau-ed by some 
miner firing a shot iu the forbidden part of 
the workings. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.] 
H alifax, November 12th.—The disaster 
occurred in the Ford pit of the Albion mines. 
Ail who have came up are likely to live. A 
working party is down, but there is not much 
hope for the safety of the 33 or 35 men known 
to be in the mine. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 
H alifax, November 12ch.—St. Ellarton 
now reports that only 30 or 40 men are in the 
part of the mine on tire. Another explosion 
is expected every moment. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH 1 
H alifax, November 12th.—Messrs. Hud­ 
son, Gregor, Simpson and Poole, with other 
volunteers, have been down in the pit at St. 
Ellarton, in which the explodon occurred this 
morning, and have come up again. They 
found it impossible to explore the south side 
for any distance, on account of the damp, 
there being no air through, as all the doors 
have been blown down by the blast. They 
found somebodies, but could not identify them. 
All the horses in the pit—twenty-niDe—are 
dead. The miinbpr of men still in the pitissaid 
to be forty-four. It is feared another explosion 
will occur this afternoon, when the pit gathers 
gas again. Work is totally suspended at all 
the collieries in the country, and the miners 
have come to the scene of the accident in 
great numbers ; but aro altogether powerless 
to render assistance, on account of the pre­ 
carious condition of the pit. It is not known 
how the fire originated. None from the side 
where the accident occurred are alive to tell 
the tale. Thirty-three of the missing men 
are married, and most have large fandiies.

W ool--Tlic market continues somewhat excited, 
with a considerable pressure to buy on the part of 
manufacturers :u.d indifference about selling on the 
part of holders, and it is generally believed that 
higher prices will be obtained at an early day. The 
stock of desirable wool on the market at current 
rates is comparatively small, as more or less has 
been withdrawn since the upward tendency of prices 
commenced, and it will not be offered at present. 
All grades are 111 demand, and partake of the up­ 
ward movement. Medium wools, that have been 
rather neglected, are 1 ow much sought after, and 
delaine and combing have become so scarce that or­ 
ders have been sent abroad. The sales of this week 
have been upward of 350,000 lbs, and include Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia fleeces at 47(64>>}c 
foi XX and XXX, with very little good XX now to 
be had under 50c ; medium and No. 1 Ohio have 
been selling at 48(650c, and are now firm at the lat­ 
ter rate. .Michigan and Wisconsin fleeces rango 
from 43}c to 44}c for X, with sales to some extent at 
44}c, and are now generally held at 45c, with a very 
small stock. Fine delaine has been sold at 45@47}c, 
and the most desirable lot9 are now held at 50c;
